T Improvement Associations were discontinued in the United States. 
Production testing is the basis by which improvement will be made in 

the dairy cows of this nation, and in order that we can at least keep our 


“seed stock” up to par, we must do everything possible to keep our purebred 
herds on test. 











To do this, we must have the breeders’ help. Search your community for 
prospective testers, such as women, men above draft age, men deferred be- 
cause of physical handicaps, college and vocational agricultural students. 
Send their names and any suggestions that you may have to your State 


Superintendent of Official Testing at your state college or to your Exten- 
sion Dairyman. 


Tf you wish to start Advanced Registry or Herd Test work, please write your 
State Superintendent well in advance in order that he can make the neces- 


sary arrangements, or he can advise you as to the prospects of sending a 
tester to do your work. 


If you miss two consecutive monthly tests, we will compute for, the missed 
periods. In other words, if you received a test in October, and another in 


January, we will compute for November and December. 


Please be certain that these new testers have all the necessary information, 
such as calving and dry dates. Also, helpful suggestions that you can give 
them will go far towards a good start.

In 1917 came Sir Canary Pietje 2nd 28070, followed 
41443, both sired by a son of Sir Canary Mechthilde 
a few years later by his brother, Sir Canary Fairchild

B. C. No less an authority than Pete Moore of Colony 
Farm once told me that Sir Canary Mechthilde did more

bred Holstein herd in Canada, in order to make this a 
supply farm for their chain of magnificent hotels in the 
western provinces and for the diners on trains between 
Winnipeg and the Rockies. In line with this policy, 
several carloads of top foundation females were added 
to the herd, mostly coming from good herds of Ontario, 
but although many of these purchases made records 
from 25,000 to over 30,000 lbs milk, practically all of 
them, together with their progeny, were later disposed 
of, so the present herd for the most part, goes back to 
the original foundation. 


It was in 1928, when the expansion program was first 
planned, that J. Arthur Hay was brought to Strathmore 
as herdsman. Then a young man in his early twenties, 
Art Hay had already made an international reputation 
as a showman and as a feeder and developer of show 
winners and producers. That fall Art brought out their 
first show herd, with animals of their own breeding win- 
ning firsts and championships at the provincial exhibi- 
tions of the west and just missing top honors at the 
Royal. The next year, 1929, they were a bit better pre- 
pared and at the Royal won six firsts and five seconds 
in addition to the Haley & Lee trophy for special Get of 
Sire. Following the Royal, three of their top winners 
were sold to Dunloggin, but in spite of these sales they 
were able to come back the next year with two Reserve 
All-Americans while one of the heifers that went to 
Dunloggin was taking All-American honors. From that 
day to this there have not been many years that did not 
see at least one C.P.R. animal get either All-American 
or Reserve.

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Nutrition and Reproduction of Farm Animals 


By DR. PAUL H. PHILLIPS* 





Sterility in

farm animals can be conservatively 
10 per cent If the number of animals kept 
on the farm in the hope that they will eventually repro- 
duce is included, this figure is about doubled. This is 
especially true of cattle. Field inspection has led us to 
that every 20 breeding females will 
have serious breeding difficulties and that a like number 
will be “shy breeders.’’ A survey by Vergeront' of herds 
of members of the Dairy Herd Improvement Associa- 
tion of Wisconsin shows that 8-10 per cent of all dairy 
cows disposed of during 1938 to 1940, inclusive, were 
sold because of sterility. These figures represent 10,000 
to 12,000 disposals annually during these years. Other 
summary data have been collected by Ralph Phillips.? 

The fact that reproductive performance is related 
to nutrition is well established. The classical studies of 
Hart and co-workers at the Wisconsin Experiment Sta- 
tion in 1911° demonstrated this principle, but the spe- 
cifie factors which caused the reproductive failure in this 
instance did become clear for more than a decade. 
In 1924! these factors were definitely shown to be de- 
ficiencies of calcium and vitamin A. Since the date of 
these experiments many new facts have accumulated to 
show that dietary deficiencies may directly or indirectly 
ause a disturbance in reproduction of farm animals. 

It is now a recognized fact that efficient reproduction 
depends upon the satisfaction of all nutritive require- 
The reduction of any particular constituent of 
the ration to minimal or subminimal levels may be the

Under normal feeding conditions reproductive fail- 
ure is not apt to occur as the result of low protein in- 
take Protein from restricted sources, fed at minimum 
levels. can disturb reproductive efficiency. It is neces- 
sary not only to maintain protein balance in the ration 
but to provide a protein containing the proper combin- 
ation of amino acids.

ing the rumen, their protein requirements are less ex- 
acting than animals with simple stomachs. Therefore. 
a well-selected ration containing enough energy to main- 
tain good condition will usually satisfy the protein re- 
auirements for reproduction in ruminants. 

In the case of swine, the protein requirements are 
more exacting than those of the ruminant. Under farm 
conditions, this species lives on a more restricted diet 
as corn or barley forms the main bulk of the ration. 
Such rations must be fortified with protein supplements 
which furnish the essential amino acids not present in 
adequate proportions. Plant proteins have not given the 
best results as supplements to cereal feeds for swine. 
The inclusion of animal protein, or liberal amounts of 
legume hays, such as alfalfa. has been found to be neces- 
sary for successful reproduction.5, 22 See also Friedman 
and Turner.® 


Minerals 


The work of Eckles, Becker and Palmer? emphasized 
the essential nature of phosphorus in relation to repro- 
duction in cattle. These authors pointed out, however, 
that sunlight and green feed were also contributing 
factors to the results obtained on their phosphorus-low 
rations. Theiler et al.s likewise found that reproduction 
in cattle was disturbed when they pastured on 
phosphorus-deficient pastures. Since cattle are a rough- 
age-consuming they normally obtain relatively 
large calcium through the hays ingested. 
Their chief need for a mineral supplement is one of ad- 
ditional phosphorus

That manganese is essential in reproduction has been 
observed in studies on the albino rat.1°,11,12. In recent 
investigations at the Wisconsin Station female rats on a 
manganese-deficient diet were shown to develop ovul- 
atory arrhythmia, while male rates developed testicular 
degeneration which inhibited the formation of sperma- 
tozoa. Further. it has been shown in preliminary ex- 
periments with young, growing, and developing bulls 
that a ration of corn and:timothy hay which contained 
28 ppm. of manganese, while adequate for growth. was 
inadequate for good quality semen production.13 The 
same basal ration plus 52 ppm. of added manganese 
permitted the production of normal semen with active. 
viable spermatozoa. 


Vitamins

having demonstrated that nutritional deficiencies 
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lack of caleium and vitamin A,*,4 it remained for Hart 
and Guilberti4 at the California Experiment Station to 
emphasize the importance of vitamin A in reproduction 
under practical conditions. They found in the range 
areas that lack of vitamin A was intensified by drought 
conditions. 


Phillips et al.15 have shown that the vitamin A con- 
tent of the blood plasma is rapidly decreased under 
practical farm conditions during the winter feeding pe- 
riod in Wisconsin, and that the vitamin content of the 
blood can be maintained by the feeding of shark liver 
oil. The carotene and vitamin A stores are rapidly de- 
pleted during the six months feeding period following 
lush fall pasture. Several heavily producing cows on 
drought-stricken pasture during July and August, and 
lush pasture through September and October went into 
the winter feeding period low in blood plasma vitamin 
A, and subsequently developed a poor breeding record. 

A vitamin A deficiency can be accurately diagnosed 
by blood analysis. Outward symptoms are shown by un- 
thriftiness, rough hair coat, poor gains in weight, and 
poor eyesight in semi-darkness. In order. to avoid the 
effects of vitamin A deficiency in reproduction, bright 
green roughage of less than a year old must be used. A 
special effort should be made to obtain and feed bright 
green hay at all times and to use either grass, legume, 
or corn silage. In order to have corn silage of maximum 
carotene, or vitamin A, content it should be made when 
the corn is in the early dough stage. 


While this discussion on vitamin A has referred pri- 
marily to cattle, it is no less important for other live- 
stock. Forty per cent yellow corn in the ration has 
been considered to be sufficient to satisfy the require- 
ments for the vitamin A precursors. Recent observa- 
tions may raise a question in this regard. Such storage 
factors as moisture content, type of facilities, and length 
of time stored are extremely important considerations 
in the preservation of the vitamin A potency of yellow 
corn. White corn has no vitamin A potency. 


Hart and Guilbert!* have recently shown that the 
cow’s nutritive status with respect to vitamin A, may 
determine the success with which she may withstand 
infection with Brucella abortus. A literature review of 
vitamin A deficiency and requirements of farm mam- 
mals was recently published by Hart.17 

Vitamin C or Ascorbic Acid 


The Wisconsin Station 18,19 has recently shown that 
ascorbic acid is closely related to successful reproduc- 
tion. It is helpful in maintaining fertility in the bull, 
stallion, jack, and boar, as well as in the shy breeding 
cow and mare. It appears to stimulate the production 
of high quality semen with actively motile sperm, and 
to be necessary in ample amounts for 


certain early 
phases of pregnancy. 


Farm animals usually synthesize their own supply 
of ascorbic acid and the rate of synthesis is conditioned 
among other things by the nutritive status of the ani- 
mal with respect to vitamin A. Animals with ample 
stores of vitamin A are less likely to suffer from an as- 
ecorbic acid deficiency. From research now available it 
appears that peak levels of ascorbic acid are necessary 
in the female during early pregnancy, and that the male 
likewise needs additional ascorbic acid at times in order 
to maintain breeding efficiency. Therefore, ascorbic 
acid treatment may be required in the occasional animal 
which is unable to synthesize enough ascorbic acid to 
maintain its fecundity. This can be given by mouth to 
the animal with a single stomach, but it must be in- 
jected subcutaneously in the ruminant. 


Two grams of ascorbic acid per 1,000 pounds live 
weight should be fed daily to the horse and propor- 
tionately less for swine. In cattle it is injected subeu- 
taneously at the rate of two grams per animal every 
three or four days for three to six weeks. Bulls may be

treated at any time, but cows should receive their first 
treatment on the day of heat, should then be bred im- 
mediately, and the treatments continued at 
intervals for a period of three weeks. 

Crystalline ascorbic acid is dissolved in boiled water 
(three-fourths of a level teaspoonful in two teaspoon- 
fuls of water), or physiological salt solution, and in- 
jected at once. It should not be stored as it is readily 
destroyed by the oxygen of the air and by light. Veterin- 
ary supply houses prepare solutions of ascorbic acid 
which can be used directly. These are convenient, but 
unless they are prepared by reliable companies, may not 
be stable in storage. 


three-day 


Some drugs, like the anesthetic chloretone, 
rise in the rate at which the animal synthesizes ascorbic 
acid.2° It can be fed to cattle, but it should be used 
only under the direction of a qualified veterinarian. 


Ascorbic acid therapy for sterility has been used suc- 
cessfully with heavily used mature bulls, developing 
young bulls, cows which come into heat at normal inter- 
vals, but fail to breed on repeated service, and on cows 
which apparently conceive but return on the forty-second 
or sixty-third day after breeding. Bulls respond in ap- 
proximately nine out of ten cases, while cows will re- 
spond in two out of three, or four out of five cases, 
depending upon the type of sterility encountered. 

Vitamin E or a-tocopherol 


It is most unfortunate that the descriptive phrase, 
“the anti-sterility vitamin’’, was given to the fat-soluble 
vitamin E (a-tocopherol) discovered by Evans at al. in 
1922. This phrase has persisted and nutritional experi- 
mentation with vitamin E and reproductive failure has 
been quite disappointing in species other than the rat. 
During the interval since its discovery researches have 
shown that a vitamin E deficiency in the chick causes 
malnutrition of the cerebrum (Pappenheimer?2'!); that 
a vitamin E deficiency in human, rabbit, rat, dog, guinea 
pig, and duckling causes muscle dystrophy, a wast- 
ing of the muscle fibers (Eppstein and Morgulis”, Ander- 
son et al.*, Pappenheimer, Goettsch and Jungherr™); 
that vitamin E is widely distributed in farm feeds such 
as the hays, grains, straws, and silage (Palmer et al.”*); 
that vitamin E is apparently not needed for reproduction 
in the goat (Underbjerg et al.?°); and that pure vitamin 
E is an ineffective supplement for the correction of ster- 
ility in the bull or cow (Lardy et al.”).

Other Factors 


Factors other than those mentioned undoubtedly are 
concerned in reproduction. Hogan and Johnson28 have 
shown that certain practical rations are inadequate for 
the sow. At the Wisconsin Station unsuccessful parturi- 
tion and failure to suckle young pigs could be directly 
related to the diet of the sow.29 The inclusion of 15 
per cent of ground alfalfa hay corrected the deficiency 
of the ration. Other practical feeds, such as tankage or 


fish meal, were found to contain the corrective factor 
or factors. 


A discussion of nutrition as it relates to reproduc- 
tion of poultry has been purposely omitted, since the 
subject was adequately reviewed in 1939 by Titus2° and 
in 1941 by Cruickshank.®! 


SUMMARY 


1. It has been repeatedly demonstrated that nutri- 


tion is directly and specifically related to reproduction 
of farm animals. 


2. Ample energy is necessary for normal reproduc- 


tion. Unless a restricted ration is fed, a ration which 
supplied sufficient energy will supply ample quality and 
quantity of protein for cattle. Swine require supple- 
mentary protein for the usual farm rations. Protein of 
animal origin or from good quality green legume hays,

Care of Milker 


Often the question is asked as to how often the teat- 
cup assembly should be taken apart to be cleaned. The 
recommendations of most milking-machine manufac- 
turers and of many health authorities are to take the 
entire machine apart after each milking. It is doubtful 
whether this is necessary. Much depends upon the care 
given the machine, for persons vary in the thorough- 
ness with which they wash a milker. A good general 
rule to follow, however, after a milking machine is abso- 
lutely clean, is to use it for two days and wash it as 
suggested and then take the teat-cup assembly apart for 
If all parts are clean, use the machine another 
It may be necessary to take the 
ieat-cup assembly apart completely only once or twice 
a week Careful operators produce low-count milk by 
adhering strictly to the suggested method of caring for 
their machine after each milking, and by taking the 
machine apart completely once a week to examine the 
rubber parts and to brush all other parts.

Care of Pump and Pulsator and Electric Motor 


The manufacturers’ recommendations for the care of 
the milking-machine pump, pulsator, and motor should 
be rigidly followed. If these instructions have been lost, 
get another set. 


Pump and Pulsator 


Some pumps and pulsators require daily oiling and 
checking, some weekly and some monthly examination. 
and some pulsators require no oil. Never use motor oil 
on leather Always use oil or grease furnished by the 
manufacturer or some kind of animal oil. If the 
pump has a splash system or lubrication, keep the oil to 
the proper level. Many pumps require an oil change 
once a month. Pumps in cool places may collect from 
condensation a certain amount of water in the oil. The 
water is churned with the oil, and the pump is not being

properly lubricated. In cold weather, loosen the drain 
plug in the base of the pump frequently to drain off 
any water that may have accumulated. 

A pump that needs cleaning or that is not properly 
lubricated, or a belt that is too tight throws an extra 
load on the motor. 


Motor 


For milking-machine motors to give continuously 
satisfactory service, the wires that supply them with 
electricity must be of ample size to insure correct volt- 
age, the motors must be kept clean and properly lubri- 
cated, and the brushes and commutators must be in- 
spected and cared for at least once a year. 


Voltage 


If the voltage is low, it may be impossible for the 
motor to get up to speed; heat is generated and the 
motor may be ruined if the power is not turned off. 
Many types of protective devices that automatically 
shut off the electricity if the motor continues to draw 
more than it should for any length of time, are on the 
market. These thermal overload protective devices are 
so designed that they allow a temporary overload, such 
as at starting. All motors draw more than their normal 
current when starting and until they get up to speed. 
A fuse large enough to allow this extra starting current 
to pass through cannot adequately protect the motor 
while it is running under normal load; it protects the 
wiring but not the motor. The voltage and amperage 
of the motor must be given if one orders one of these 
protective devices. 

Low voltage cause the motor to twice as 
much electricity as it should. If this voltage drop is 
due to small wires running from the hhouse to the barn, 
never run more than one motor at the same time. 

In cold weather, the milking-machine motor starts 
much more easily if you turn the pump through at least 
1 complete revolution by hand before turning on the 
motor

Keep the ventilating holes and channels of the motor 
so that air may circulate freely and thus cool the motor. 
A dirty motor constitutes a fire hazard, and lack of cir-

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Essex Farms Dispersing — Established In 1911

EW men have occupied a larger place in Baltimore's 

business history than the late John McPherson Den- 
nis. During his career he was associated with the B.&O. 
Railroad, was president of an important grain exporting 
company, and president of Baltimore’s great Union Trust 
Co., and a director on the boards of many business cor- 
porations, including the Pennsylvania Railroad. He held 
a high place in Maryland Democratic circles and for 17 
years served as treasurer of the state of Maryland. 

Mr. Dennis had a life-long interest in agriculture and 
his Essex Farms were purchased nearly four decades 
ago. He joined the National Association in 1911, and 
within a few years was settled on an intense Ormsby 
breeding program which is still being carried on today 
at Essex Farms, under the competent management of 
his son, John M. Dennis, Jr., (‘‘Mac’’, to his legion of 
Holstein friends. ) 

‘‘Mac”’ Dennis had taken a real interest in the herd 
from boyhood, and at the time of his father’s death in 
1936 had already been in active charge of the farm and 
the Holstein-breeding activities for some years. He was 
going out with the show herds in the period back in 
1918 to 1925 when Essex Farms was one of the leading 
exhibitors in the east. He was keen (and still is), know- 
ing the cattle pedigrees backwards and forwards, with 
the records right on the tip of his tongue. ‘‘Mac’’ was 
vice-president of the great Union Trust when he was 
only 23 years old, but resigned in the early thirties, and 
for the past 10 years has devoted his abilities principally 
to the farm and the quite extensive Essex Farms retail 
milk business which he developed. 

The milk business in this war-booming section is 
not -so profitable now. Labor difficulties are a constant 
headache, and the distributor is being squeezed paper- 
thin between the rising wholesale price of milk and the 
frozen retail ceiling. The decision to disperse the Essex 
Farms herd was prompted largely by this condition. The 
seven retail milk routes have been merged with the 
Green Springs Dairy, one of Baltimore’s largest dis- 
tributors. The farm labor situation around Baltimore. 
is most discouraging and especially for the man try- 
ing to maintain a valuable breeding herd. Ordinary 
cows do an ordinary job with ordinary care — but good 
cows require expert handling. 


A Leading Herd For Production 


The herd at Essex Farms has been on Herd Im- 
provement Registry since the very beginning, and is 
now toward the end of its fifteenth consecutive year. The 
following table shows the herd averages for the last 
five years, with the five-year average and the average 
for the first fourteen years. Note that the 1940 average 
on 51 head in Class B of 518.5 lbs. fat, was the second

The early history of the herd, from 1911 to 1922 
is not so very important today. Many of their purchases 
during that period were made more with an eye to the 
show ring than to the breeding value. Their show herds 
made successful forays on the important eastern circuit, 
and here it is interesting to note that among the men 
who had charge of those show herds were K. C. Sly, now 
manager of the prominent McDonald Guernsey Farms at 
Cortland, N. Y., and Frank White, who took the 1923 
herd out on the road. 


By far the favorite cow and most prominent show 
winner at Essex was old Westview De Kol Walker, many 
times a grand champion and the Reserve All-American 
aged cow in 1923. She was a key foundation matron 
and her influence is prominent in the herd today.

Who Can Afford Poor Cows? 


HIS question is suggested by the recent hue and cry 
against permitting the slaughter of dairy cows 
in the present emergency. The problem of man-power 
on dairy farms has not been over-stated, and it is true 
that many dairymen have been forced to sell their 


herds or reduce numbers to a point where they have 


or can get labor to care for them. The dairy industry 
is not shirking its responsibility to meet its goal. 

Undoubtedly there are some dairy cows finding their 
way to slaughter that should be kept in production. We 
do not think the number is alarming in most dairy sec- 
tions. Certainly the auction prices that are being paid 
for dairy cows, grade as well as purebred, do not indi- 
cate slaughter as the immediate destination. 

Very naturally, the present high prices for beef are 
inducing many dairymen to cull their herds more closely 
and this is sound business, now or any time. It by no 
means has the serious effect on total production that 
many non-farm commentators see in it. With the short- 
age of rotein feeds now existing, elimination of the bot- 
tom 10% of our dairy cattle population would have sur- 
prisingly little effect on the total production. The remain- 
ing 90% would make enough more efficient use of the 
available feeds to offset the reduction in numbers, and 
dairymen would have more left for their own efforts at 
the end of the year. 

There are doubtless some sections and some indi- 
vidual situations where the FSA effort to salvage dairy 
cows destined for slaughter would be helpful. But as 
an over-all program, it is fraught with great hazard to 
all concerned except the seller. 

Dairymen as a class are not exactly dumb. In gen- 
eral they know which cows are profitable to keep and 
which should be scrapped. Unless real discrimination 
is used by FSA purchasing agents, they are going to find 
that their clients that they set up in business with loans 
to buy cows and keep ’em producing” will have a hope- 
less bunch of culls on their hands. 

There will most certainly be a fair proportion of 
cows that experienced dairymen are not interested in 
working with any longer. What chance has the beginner 
FSA client to get anything but a headache out of it? And 
the Government a fat loss when the deal is finally 
charged off? Only the wealthy can afford the luxury of 
maintaining poor dairy cows. 


Milk and Dairy Products Advertising 


OR some years now the dairy industry of New York 
State has been investing some $300,000 annually in 


advertising the virtues of milk. The program has been 
administered by a state agency and paid for by direct 
contribution of producers and dealers. It has been effec- 
tive in bringing about increased consumption of milk and 
all dairy products—particularly noticeable through 
trends observed during the depression years. The dairy 
industry should take pride in the fact that the campaign 
has been completely self-supporting—has not cost the 
state itself a penny after it got under way. The state 
makes the original appropriation and is reimbursed from 
collections on sales during the year. It is one revolving 
fund that really revolves. 

Now, we are sorry to note, some of our dairy organ- 
izations in the state are objecting to a continuance of the 
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program. They point out that dairy products are scarce 
—and argue that it is a waste of money or that account 
to use advertising to attempt to increase consumption; 
that we are going to run short of milk and dairy prod- 
ucts under existing conditions without any effort to stim- 
ulate larger use of our product. A determined caimpaign 
is under way to kill in the legislature the appropriation 
that will set up the revolving fund for the next fiscal 
year. 


We feel very strongly that this is a short-sighted 
policy. We need this milk advertising as never before, 
with copy tuned to a situation that contains a distinct 
threat to the future of the dairy industry. We can be 
sure that the substitute manufacturers are not idly 
marking time and waiting until the war is over to press 
their story on the public. On the contrary, they are 
bringing every gun to bear on what they regard as a 
great opportunity to break down all the regulatory and 
control measures so carefully built up through the 
years. They are working on Congress and the state 
legislatures for immediate repeal of taxing and licensing 
provisions which had the effect of preventing oleomar- 
garine from masquerading as butter. 


Consumer groups are being inspired to demand re- 
laxation of existing rules covering the manufacture and 
distribution of butter substitutes, now, while the butter 
situation is tense. On the other side of the picture, a 
great effort is being made to stimulate dairy production 
to the highest possible level—and it still isn’t enough for 
those who want the genuine rather than the synthetic 
article. 


But each 24 hours that passes brings us one day 
nearer to the end of the war. When that happy day 
comes—and our millions of boys in uniform return to 
civilian life—-we will clearly have the situation of a dairy 
industry, producing in high gear, seeking desperately 
to win back the markets that have been lost through 
war dislocation. It appears to us that this job will be 
much easier done if the dairy industry keeps up an ag- 
gressive campaign of advertising—so that consumers 
will not for a minute forget the value of milk and dairy 
products—even though they may be temporarily ra- 
tioned for civilian use—that they may be constantly 
reminded that these products have ‘“‘gone to war’’ in 
order to give our boys and our allies the best nutrition 
for the job they have to do—that there is no substitute 
for genuine dairy products when there is a real job to 
be done. 


We are happy to state that the American Dairy Asso- 
ciation, representing 5,000,000 dairy farmers in 14 
states, is planning this year to expand and step up 
its program of advertising dairy products to build the 
biggest possible backlog of demand for them when they 
are plentiful again after the war. We hope New: York 
State will adopt the same forward looking policy in re- 
gard to its own milk advertising program. It will pay 
dividends later on—when they will be sorely needed. 
You may be sure that our big manufacturing concerns 
—even though now engaged 100% in war.work, are not 
continuing their national advertising of their civilian 
products merely to reduce their tax bill. They are look- 
ing ahead—as the dairy industry also must do. 


Get in the Farm Scrap Now 


ONALD NELSON has issued a call for 3 million tons 
of scrap metal by July 1—to enable our steel pro- 


duction to continue full blast. The whole success of our 
production of the machines of war depends on produc- 
tion of steel at the full capacity of our plants. 


The great need is for more heavy scrap. Farms are 
recognized as the most fertile source for this type of 
scrap. Careful estimates indicate that the collection of 
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1,000 lbs. — a half-ton — of scrap from each farm in 
the U. S. will do the job, and the farm press, under the 
chairmanship of Jim Watson (New England Homestead) 
is launching a great nationwide campaign to get in this 
farm scrap now before spring work on the land claims 
the full time of every farmer. Im this northern climate, 
the past few months have not favored the picking up of 
scrap iron around the yards and fence corners or dump 
heaps. But the sun is now climbing a little higher — 
the snow and ice give promise of yielding their com- 
mand of the situation. 


So we appeal now to every one of our readers to take 
advantage of these lengthening days and go over your 
own scrap situation thorougly. See how much you can 
beat the half-ton quota — to fill in for those who fail 
to come through. If a collection has already been 
made, please look again. You'll be surprised. Don’t 
scrap useful machinery or spare parts that may be use- 
ful later in repairs, because they are scarce and hard to 
replace, but on nearly every farm there is vljenty of 
broken equipment and thheavy parts for which you wil 
not be likely to find productive use. But sort it out — 
and get it together where it can be conveniently picked 
up. Watch your local papers for the dates of the “drive” 
in your county. We must not fail in this job. 


The Cover 


HE unusually attractive farmstead pictured on our 

front cover is that of Van Hoosen Farms, owned by 
Miss Sarah Van Hoosen Jones, Rochester, Mich. Miss 
Jones, we believe, is the only lady breeder to date whose 
herd has been admitted to Progressive Breeders’ Regis- 
try. She has built up one of the finest large herds of 
Holsteins in her state and is active in local, state and 
national affairs, having served several years as President 
of the Michigan Holstein-Friesian Association and has 
been a delegate to many National Conventions where 
she takes an active part in the discussions of Holstein 
problems. 


The Van Hoosen herd was entered in Herd Improve- 
ment Registry when this form of testing was first 
adopted by the National Association and is now nearly 
halfway through its 15th consecutive year of this work. 
For the past two years her herd average has been well 
above the 400-lb. mark on better than 80 head, with 
about one-third of the herd milked twice daily and the 
balance on 3X. The 14-year average is 368 lbs. fat with 
3.5% test on an average of 63 head. 


In the development of the herd, sons of Matador 
Segis Ormsby, Sir Inka May, DeCreamCo Calamity Posch 
and King Bessie Ormsby Pietertje have been used and 
proven in HIR and no less than seven sires bearing 
the Van Hoosen prefix are listed with HIR daughters in 
Vol. 13 of the Red Book. 


Although the herd is run on an entirely practical 
pasis, type has been by no means neglected and Van 
Hoosen show herds have made the circuit each fall for a 
number of years, culminating in the important winning 
of Premier Breeder at Waterloo Dairy Cattle Congress 
last fall, where eleven of the twelve animals in their 
exhibit were in the money in the individual classes. This 
past summer, when 102 members of this herd were of- 
ficial classified, this large group made a score of 81, with 
27 rated Very Good, 38 Good Plus and 37 Good. 


Miss Jones, in addition to her breeding activities, 
has worked out some interesting and effective ideas in 
marketing her dairy products—but that is a story all by 
itself and will have to wait for a later issue. 
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On With The Test 


(From the January HIR News Letter) 


HIS is no time for any breeder to consider stopping 
his testing program and we must do everything in 
our power to carry on this important work. The bottle 
neck in testing is the shortage of supervisors. The situ- 
ation is very serious in many states where the supply of 
testers has been drained off by the draft and by the 
call to higher wages in the war industries. There are 
four principal sources of supply for tester material and 
every one should be checked carefully before we decide 
that nothing can be done about it: 
1—-Older men who have had experience as 
in the past but now retired. 
-Men of draft age who are disqualified because of 
physical defects from entering the service. 
3—Women. 
4—-Young men below draft age. 


The first group would be able to undertake the work 
with least training because of past experience. The 
others would need to take a regular tester-training 
course. The colleges throughout the country have the 
facilities and many of them are offering special train- 
ing courses for testers. If you know of a good prospect, 
you should notify the Dairy Division of your state col- 
lege and help them locate these prospects. There is 
work for them to do in some state if not in your own, 
and it is important work. The purebred herds that have 
been tested regularly year after year, whether in the 
Herd Improvement Test or in the local Dairy Herd Im- 
provement Association, are our best sources of seed 
stock for the future. Such seed stock is extremely im- 
portant in case of a long war and will be equally im- 
portant in the reconstruction period following the war. 
These herds must be kept on test if at all possible. W> 
must not adopt a policy of defeatism and say it is im- 
possible because of the war. Breeders who have followed 
a continuous testing program for the improvement of 
their herds must have full support. Herds that carry 
the inheritance for high production are more than ever 
vital to success. The testing must go on.

The Farm View of the Food Problem 


The Northeastern Dairy Conference at its annual meeting 
at Hotel Pennsylvania, New York City, February 12, author- 
ized the following statement as a summary of the views and 
opinions of the Conference. R. B. Corbett of the Extension 
Service, University of Maryland, College Park, Md., is presi- 
dent of the Conference. Its membership includes representa- 
tives of dairy farmers’ organizations, colleges of agriculture 
and government agricultural men. 


ACE reality, change governmental policies or go hun- 
gry. Government officials, city newspapers and con- 
sumers must be aroused to the actual situation or this 
nation will not feed itself, much less feed the nations 
to whom we have promised food. 

The heart of the difficulty lies in the exhorbitant 
wages of labor compared with the farm prices of food 
and fiber crops. No one in high places has had the fair- 
ness and courage to point out that wages are the highest 
element in our economic complex. While farmers have 
been striving to attain the degree of prosperity that they 
had when 34 percent of the population was on farms 
but only 12.6 per cent of the national income went to 
farmers, the wages of labor have risen 200 percent. 
These are official figures but government officials and 
many city newspapers have led the public to believe 
that farmers, and not labor, are the inflationary element 
in the nation. 

How can farmers be the cause of inflation when they 
are selling their farms to go to work in factories? How 
can farmers be the cause of inflation when the farms 
have been and are continuing to be stripped of all hired 
labor by the attractiveness of factory jobs? 
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How can farmers be the cause of inflation when 
dairy herds are being sold because of insufficient re- 
turns to pay bills and hire labor? How can farmers be 
the cause of inflation when the percentage of the aver- 
age city pay check that goes for food is the lowest in 
recorded history? How can people be so blind as to 
believe that agriculture is the cause of inflation when 
the above facts are known to even the casual observer 
of farm conditions? This situation must be met squarely 
or this nation will pay the terrific price of hunger. We 
must soon choose between food and guns. We cannot 
have enough of both under present, short-sighted gov- 
ernmental farm policies. 

Not only have these conditions been kept under cover 
but farmers have been called selfish, and unpatriotic 
How long would the protected, industrial worker stand 
it if he worked 80 hours per week instead of 48, if he 
worked for approximately one-half of what he is now 
getting and then was called insulting names. These 
are the essential facts and the conditions under which 
the farmer is working as compared with the industrial 
worker. 

This mistaken policy was driven a step further to- 
ward its disastrous end by Economic Stabilization Di- 
rector Byrnes, when on last Tuesday he stated that food 
prices must be kept at present levels while another 
boost in income was handed the already inflated income 
of labor. 

Until some of these basic conditions are corrected, 
farmers will continue to be forced to abandon their 
farms and farm labor is certain to be pulled into indus- 
try by the magnet of inflated wage rates. None of the 
schemes to get labor on farms can work until the basic 
cause is recognized and corrected. 


Farmers have been further insulted by the promise 
of subsidies in lieu of fair prices. Farmers are bitterly 
opposed to these price subsidies. They have learned that 
subsidies lead to regulations that are abhorrent to them. 
They look with fear upon such a program when the Su- 
preme Court has recently ruled that it is not wrong in 
principle for the government to “regulate that which it 
subsidizes.”’ 


Farmers want no more regulation, no More onerous 
forms, no more bureaucratic interference. 


Farmers do want an intelligent understanding of 
their problems, of their basic position in the economy of 
the nation. They want some proof from government 
that they will not be further discriminated against but 
rather given a reasonable chance to win their battle of 
food production for much of a war-torn world. 


Sequel in Oklahoma 


E were interested to note this sequel to the recent 
announcement (World Feb. 13) that the State of 
Oklahoma had rescinded its license fees and excise tax 


of 10 cents a pound on oleomargarine. On February 10 
the Office of Price Administration issued the following 
press release: 


Maximum prices for sales of oleomargerine in the State of 
Oklahoma at the wholesale and retail levels were set today by 
the Office of Price Administration. 

This action, taken through Amendment No. 111 to Supple- 
mentary Regulation No. 14, was made necessary because prac- 
tically no sales of oleomargarine had taken place in Oklahoma 
in March, 1942, and it would have been impossible to figure 
prices for sales of oleomargarine under the General Maximum 
Price Regulation. Oklahoma previously had a 10-cent-pound 
tax on oleomargarine, but this now has been lifted and whole- 
salers and retailers who previously made no sales now desire 
to sell it. 

Today’s amendment effective February 12, provides that 
wholesalers’ maximum prices for sales of oleomargarine in Ok- 
lahoma shall be determined by adding a 3-cent-a-pound mark- 
up to the wholesaler’s net cost while retailers’ will be deter- 
mined by adding a 4-cent-a-pound mark-up to the retailer’s 
net cost of each item. 

The details of the order, which we have not the 


space to present, apparently make no distinction be- 
tween colored and uncolored oleomargarine. 
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Registration of Bulls 
‘Imported From Canada 


The delegates at the 1942 Convention empowered the Board of Directors to set up a 
system of inspection of cattle imported from Canada, with definite standards re- 
quired for re-registration in our Herd-Book, and the following rules and regulations 
applying to bulls only have been approved by the Board: 








“Effective January 1, 1943, males registered in the Herd-Book of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of Canada, may be re-registered in the Herd-Book of The Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America, only upon meeting the following require- 
ments: 


(a) Males eight months of age or older must be recorded in the Depart- 
ment of Selective Registration of the Holstein-Friesian Association 
of Canada, as at least Class X. (See below.) 


(b) Males under eight months of age must meet Class X requirements ex- 
cept that inspection and scoring will not be required.’’ 


To meet Class X requirements: 
The bull must be a qualified bull and must score at least 75 percent of 
scale of points: 
OR 


The bull must be out of a record dam. 


AND, His sire must be either a qualified bull or an XX bull or by a qualified bull or 
out of a record dam. 


AND, He must score at least 75 percent of the scale of points. 


AND, He must not be under 8 months of age at the time of inspection. 


A qualified bull is one that has four daughters in the Record of Merit or 
four progeny in the Record of Performance. 


A record dam is one that has qualified for registration in the Record of 
Performance or the Record of Merit. 


An XX bull must meet higher requirement than an X bull. 


The above special requirements apply to males only, and there is no change in the 
requirements for re-registration of females. The Holstein-Friesian Association of 
Canada, has adopted similar requirements for re-registration of bulls imported from 
the United States. 


If you are considering the purchase of a Canadian bull, be sure that he can meet 
the above requirements and is eligible for re-registration in our Herd-Book. For

milking, and she has a total production for her lifetime 
of 7519.1 lbs. fat and 194,155.1 lbs. milk. She has four 
daughters in the hérd, one with 994.6 Ibs. fat. 

Some credit for the purchase of the two other most 
important foundation cows must go to the National 
Pedigree Co.’s well-known boss, Vid B. Vye, who was in 
1927 manager of Essex Farms, for it was Vid who 
bought them for Essex at the 1927 Blue Ribbon, 
Sale. (Shortly after that he “graduated” from Essex 
to take over the Waukesha Pedigree Co., owned by W.

The old “Westview” cow, while apparently stronger 
as a show cow than as a pedigreed blue-blood, neverthe- 
less made an 800-lb. record herself and transmitted her 
ability to produce right on down the line.

The annual 
Farmers’ Week program was in full 
swing, and in the morning Holstein 
breeders listened to the highly in- 
teresting talk to Farmers’ Week 
visitors given by Howard Clapp of 
Pabst Farms on the subject of vari- 
ous breeding troubles encountered 
by everyone working with dairy cat- 
tle. 

One-hundred-and-forty members 
attended the noon luncheon (attend- 
ance up 20% from last year) which

was followed by the business meet- 
ing presided over by President Fred 
Tullis of Monroe. Following reports 
of the secretary-treasurer, Martin 
Buth Jr., the board of directors for 
1943 was elected under a new plan 
of staggered three-year terms, with 
three new directors elected each 
vear, a total of nine serving on the 
board. The following directors were 
elected: Robin Carr, Fowlerville; F. 
W. Tullis, Monroe; Miss Sarah 
Jones, Rochester; M. D. Buth, Com- 
stock Park; Charles Figy, Morenci; 
George Foster, Fostoria; John 
Rinke, Warren; Henry Bourassa, 
Linwood,; and Clayton Redman, 
Alma. 

The directors elected the follow- 
ing officers for 1943: Fred W. 
Tullis, president; Henry Bourassa, 
Linwood, vice-president; and Martin 
Buth Jr., Comstock Park, secretary- 
treasurer. 

Reports were heard in the business 
meeting from J. G. Hays on the Min- 
neapolis National Convention; C. B. 


Smith, on State Sale selections; E. 
M. Clark, on national Holstein Ex- 
tension activities in Michigan. Glen 
M. Householder, Director of Exten- 
sion, spoke briefly about Holstein 
prospects for 1943. Ted Prescott, 
representing the “World,” pointed 
to opportunities in Michigan for 
breed extension during the present 
period of Holstein prosperity. 
Charles Figy, Michigan’s new Com- 
missioner of Agriculture, spoke 
briefly. 

While the Secretary’s report is too 
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long to publish here in full, we de 
give a few exerpts which should be 
of interest to most of our readers. 
Membership has risen steadily over 
the past six years from 138 in 1937 
to 446 on January 1, 1943, an in- 
crease of 5% over previous year. 


Two highly successful state sales 
were held in 1942, averaging 
$253.82 and $295.13, the latter the 
highest averaging sale sponsored by 
a single State Association (New 
England Sale was higher) for the 
year. The average of the two sales 
beat the U. S. sale average as re- 
ported by the World by nearly $50.

Meanwhile the ROP testing program was being both 
expanded and intensified. One of the first cows started 
on test in the Hay regime was Strathmore Sylvia, a 
daughter of Colony Morag McKinley, who finished with 
1013 lbs fat from 29,371 lbs milk, and the 17 records 
completed in the herd that first year averaged over 20,- 
000 lbs milk with 716 lbs fat. Testing continued and 
soon they were turning out 50 or more records per year. 
The past year, 1942, was one of the best in their history 
with about 80 records completed, including three above 
900 lbs fat, five others from 700 to over 800 lbs fat 
and a substantial number of two-year-olds from 600 to 
770 lbs fat. 


When Art Hay came to C.P.R. in 1928, old Colony 
Morag McKinley had passed on, leaving a fine group of 
daughters for further development. The senior sire at 
that time was an outcross bull, Matchless Sylvius 48759, 
brother to famed Aaggie Sylvia, National Dairy Show 
grand champion in 1922 and dam of the All-American 
produce in 1927 and 1928. Matchless Sylvius was used 
in the herd about 12 years, starting in 1922, and did 
much te establish the type of the herd. He sired the 
All-American Two-year-old heifer of 1930, the Reserve 
All-American Aged Cow of 1933 and the Reserve All- 
American Get of 1931. 


Assisting as junior sire was Colony Koba McKinley 
3ist, already mentioned as the second Colony-bred sire. 
This bull was sired by perhaps the greatest son of “Old 
Mac” and his dam, Colony Wayne Perfection, was a Gold 
Medal cow with four records from 762 lbs fat at 2 yrs 
to 933 lbs fat at full age, the four records averaging 
over 28,000 lbs milk. This 3lst bull became the real 
corner stone of the herd where his 60 ROP daughters 
have made 181 records averaging 15,885 Ibs milk, 532 
lbs fat, with six records from 913 to 1114 Ibs fat. He 
has three daughters with life records over 100,000 lbs 
and his descendants have been six times All-American 
and six times Reserve. 


In 1931, upon the death of Farm Manager George H. 
Jones, Art Hay was promoted to Farm Manager, with the 
late E. Ward Jones as Superintendent of Agriculture. 
By 1935, with the herd then numbering well over 300 
head, the decision was reached to reduce the herd by 
about one-half, by getting rid of the animals of cold 
breeding and the less desirable individuals and pro- 
ducers; and then to continue a breeding program, using 
only Colony-bred or home-bred sires from cow families 
of proven greatness. This program was continued after 
the death of Supt. Jones in 1937, under the authority 
of his able successor, John McCulloch. 

The females left in the herd after this severe culling 
out process were retained on a basis of type and udders. 
profitable production and proven blood lines. Prac- 
tically every one of them traces back to the original herd 
sires, Sarcastic De Kol and Duke Wayne Mechthilde 2nd. 
Four old brood cows, all rich in the blood of these two 
sires, today have no less than 84 descendants in the herd 
through the direct female line 


Since 1935 at least five more Colony-bred bulls have 
been purchased and used, all tracing from once to many 
times to “Old Mac” and most of them carrying crosses 
to the two later foundation sires of the Colony herd, 
Hazelwood Heilo Sir Bessie and Sir Romeo Mildred Col- 
antha 6th, Canada’s two foremost ROP sires of all time. 

Continued culling has taken place from 1935 right up 
to the present day, with also occasional sales from the 
top end at prices up to four figures for selected indi- 
viduals. In spite of these many sales, including a con- 
signment of some 30 head to the Alberta Sale last fall, 
the herd of today numbers well over 200 head. all 
closely related as we have seen.

New Red Book Coming 


HE Advanced Registry Department advises that work 

on Vol. 14 of the Red Book is now under way, and 
that because of labor shortage and government regula- 
tions limiting the use of paper for books, it has been 
found necessary to make some drastic changes in the 
size and scope of the book as compared with previous 
volumes. The list of ‘Dams’ with Three Tested Daugh- 
ters’’ will be eliminated and the list of “Sires with Test- 
ed Daughters, confined to records completed during the 
year, so that it will be necessary to use this in connec- 
tion with Vol. 13, and possibly Vol. 10, to get a com- 
plete picture of all the tested daughters of many of the 
active sires. This will also apply to the list of ‘Sires 
with Indexes’’, which will include only those with 
changes since Vol. 13. These changes are regrettable, 
but we know they will be accepted cheerfully by our 
breeders as a war-time necessity.

Directors’ Meeting 


Executive Committee: president, 
Geo.

Banquet committee was reap- 
pointed and consists of L. E. Frank- 
lin, P. L. Whytock, Geo.

The work of the Fairs committee 
will be carried on for this year by 
the Extension committee. It was 
explained that with fair grants now 
handled by the Branch Associations 
and the C. N. E. and Royal not oper- 
ating, little work remains for a sep- 
arate Fairs committee. 

Committee on elections: Laurence 
Sager, St. George: and Geo. C. Cur- 
rie, Ingersoll. 

C. D. Graham was reappointed as 
the delegate to the Canadian Council 
on Boys’ and Girls’ Club work and a 
grant of $100 was approved. 

J. J. E. McCague and C. C. Havi- 
land were appointed delegates to the 
Dairy Farmers of Canada for 1944 
with Mr. McCague, who is now 2nd 
vice president of this organization, 
being the director nominee. The 
grant was increased from $500 to 
$750 for this organization. 

Grants to fairs are on the same 
basis as 1942. That is, these grants 
are made from the branches with the 
exception of the C.N.E. 

Considerable time of this meeting 
was spent in the discussion of co- 
ordination of extension work and 
finally a resolution was passed ask- 
ing the Extension Committee to give 
full study to ways and means of co- 
ordination of extension activities 
with power to put this into action as 
soon as possible. 

The Secretary reported on ar- 
rangements for a joint conference 
of the United States and Canadian 
Associations’ Extension Services, to 
be held in Toronto in early March. 
Present at this conference will be the 
field staffs of both organizations as 
well as the Presidents and Chairmen 
of the Extension Committees. 


Executive Committee 


The Finance Committee budgeted 
for a ten per cent increase in busi- 
ness during the coming year with a 
total revenue of $123,357. $45,000 
of this amount was appropriated for 
national extension with an _  addi- 
tional $5,000 to be drawn from the 
supplementary extension reserve 
fund to bring the total for extension 
work to $50,000, largest in the As- 
sociation’s history. It was felt that 
this appropriation was in keeping 
with the present day need for in- 
crease in dairy production and will 
be devoted to the extension and im-

NEW YORK POOL PRICE $3.15 
FOR JANUARY 
The January 1943 pool price in 
the New York Metropolitan Market 
is $3.15 per cwt. for 3.5% milk in 
the 201-210 mile zone, as announced 
by Administrator C. J. Blanford. 
This is a drop of four cents from 
the December price. The pool con- 
tained 427,695,960 pounds and was 
delivered by 54,199 farmers. Total 
farm value, including butterfat and 
location premiums, was $14,136,- 
862.62. Dr. Blanford points out that 
compared with January 1942, con- 
sumption of fluid milk has increased 


6.5%; use of fluid cream dropped 
57.1%. Eighteen plants have with- 
drawn from the pool during the 


year, and the number of producers 
supplying this market is decreased 
by 3542. The average production is 
down about 150 lbs. per dairy for 
the month, or just under 5 lbs. per 
day per dairy. 

Dr. R. L. Gillett, statistician of 
the New York State Department of 
Agriculture and Markets, estimates 
that the number of milk cows and 
heifers over 2 years old in the state 
has dropped about 1% during the 
year. 

The Dairymen’s League Coopera- 
tive Association is seeking a price 
schedule in this market that will 
produce a $4.00 blended price as a 
stimulus to maximum production. 


International Harvester Company 
has converted several of its plants 
to the manufacture of aircraft tor- 
pedoes, and is now in production 
some months ahead of schedule. 
This is a precision job in mass pro- 
duction and the success with which 
it is being carried forward is a great 
tribute to International’s skill and 
manufacturing ability. The Har- 
vester Company was one of the few 
manufacturers in the United States 
entrusted by the Navy with the 
building of torpedoes. 
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PENNSYLVANIA ANNUAL 
MEETING 

The annual meeting of the Penn- 
sylvania Federation of Holstein- 
Friesian Clubs was held January 12 
at Harrisburg, with attendance made 
up principally of officers and direct- 
ors representing their local member 
clubs. Reports of officers and com- 
mittees were received, and plans for 
1943 activities were discussed. 

All officers and directors were re- 
elected, including G. A. Burdick as 
president and Clarence Lyons as 
secretary. Lyons is now in the 
Army, and his sister, Miss Clara 
Lyons, will carry out the office 
duties as secretary, pro-temp during 
his absence. 

It was voted to change the name 
of the organization to The Pennsyl- 
vania Holstein Association, a subject 
that has been under discussion for 
the past year or more. Principal 
speaker was Howard C. Barker of 
Maryland, with talks also given by 
Glen M. Householder, National Ex- 
tension Director, Prof. R. L. Olm- 
stead and others. The meeting voted 
to continue the county contest plan, 
but to defer action of Black & 
White Shows and a Heifer Sale un- 
til after the War.

It was voted to hold a series of 
District barn meetings this summer, 
to step up the Association’s activi- 
ties, each meeting to be under the 
charge of the Director for that dis- 
trict.

such as alfalfa fed in liberal amounts, will adequately 
fortify the swine ration. 

3. Dietary phosphorus, calcium, iron, iodine, and 
manganese have been shown to be essential for success- 
ful reproduction of farm animals. 

1. Vitamin A is an indispensable dietary factor for 
reproduction. Its presence is necessary in more than 
minimal amounts. Growing, healthy calves require 18 
micrograms of vitamin A per kg. of body weight per 
vitamin A content of 10 micrograms per 100 CC of blood 
plasma.” Dairy cattle require a blood plasma vitamin A 
level of 15 micrograms or more per 100 cc. if they are to 
successfully maintain milk production and reproduction.” 


5. Vitamin C or ascorbic acid administration has 
been shown to have a direct stimulatory effect upon ster- 
ile males and “shy breeding’ females. It, too, is an in- 
dispensable factor for successful reproduction. Unlike 
vitamin A where the entire source is exogenous, farm 
animals synthesize their own ascorbic acid and require 
the added vitamin only when their own synthetic powers 
fail to provide ample amounts. Therefore its use is lim- 
ited to the occasional animal. It can be fed to animals 
with single stomachs, but it must be subcutaneously in- 
jected into ruminants. The anesthetic drug, chloretone, 
can be fed to ruminants to effect a rise in blood plasma 
ascorbic acid. However, its use should be attempted 
only under the direction of a qualified veterinarian. 


6. There is no convincing evidence that the addition 
of extra vitamin E to normal rations has a direct or spe- 


cific effect upon reproduction in practical herd and flock 
management. 


7. Certain as yet unidentified dietary factors are re- 
quired for successful parturition and suckling of young 
pigs by sows fed certain practical rations. Alfalfa, hay, 
tankage, or fish meal were found to be effective sup- 
plements to such rations.

It may be necessary to 
remove the ends of the frame in order to clean the 
motor. For cleaning use a stiff bristled brush. Remove 
grease or oil with gasoline or cleaning fluid on a cloth.

Address of the President 
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passing of Mr. George Rice and Mr. 
R. F. Hicks removed two of the 
pioneer breeders, who contributed 
much to the progress of the Assoc- 
iation in its earlier years. Mr. Rice 
was an Honorary Director of the 
Association at the time of his death 
and had served for many years as 
a Director. Mr. Hicks was a tower 
of strength to the Association and to 
the Holstein interests in his native 
York County from 1901 until his 
retirement in 1926. He served as a 
Director of the Association for many 
years and as its President in 1914. 
The death of Mr. Percy F. Clemons 
caused the dispersal of one of Can- 
ada’s oldest herds, and Mr. Martin 
McDowell’s passing removed one of 
Oxford County’s well known breed- 
ing establishments. 


In spite of the fact that many 
major shows did not operate, Can- 
adian Holsteins enjoyed a good show 
season, particularly in Ontario and 
Quebec where a number of most 
successful Black and White Days 
were staged. In Ontario these proved 
excellent feeders for the four Cham- 
pionship Shows held at Kemptville, 
Roseneath, Milton and Ingersoll. In 
Quebec the tops of their Black and 


White Days met for an _ excellent 
showing at the Quebec Provincial 
Exhibition. New Brunswick and 


Nova Scotia also excelled themselves 
in their Black and White Field Days. 
These successes are a real tribute to 


the originator of the Black and 
White idea in Canada, Mr. R. M. 
Holtby, and to the fieldmen who 


have so ably organized and directed 
these events. When we can have a 
climaxing show of the tops of the 
four Championship Shows in Ontario 
and when conditions will permit a 
meeting of all our tops at a Nat- 
ional Show, then indeed, will we 
have revolutionized our show system 
to a point where it will be truly 
educational and most effective. 

Western Canada breeders are to 
be complimented for their efforts at 
Shows that have been greatly re- 
stricted. Their invasion of the 
American circuit proved to be a real 
Canadian Holsteins. 


The All-Canadian selections made 
with the co-operation of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Journal were an 
interesting and worthwhile part of 
the year’s program. This aided ma- 
terially in securing a great many 


nominations of Canadian animals 
for All-American awards’ which 
finally resulted in two Canadian 


owned animals becoming All-Amer- 
ican, seven Reserve All-American 
and seventeen receiving Honorable 
mention. The total count for Cana- 
dian bred Holsteins was four All- 
American, eight Reserve and 
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twenty-two Honorable mention. Our 
commendation and congratulations 
go to the men who have bred and 
shown these worthy animals. 

In public dispersal and consign- 
ment sales during 1942 Canadian 
Holsteins made history.

Canada also had the honor of top- 
ping several of the leading American 
consignment sales. Notable among 
these tops was the three and a half 
months old Mt. Victoria bull, Mont- 
vic Lochinvar 14th, sold for $2,150.- 
00 at the 28th Anniversary sale in 
Waukesha, Wis. Then at the U. S. 
National Blue Ribbon Sale, the 
Canadian cow, Abegweit Sparkee, 
bred and sold by J. Walter Jones, 
Charlottetown, P. E. I., topped the 
female section at $2,300.00 and the 
Canadian bred ten weeks old bull 
calf, Montvic Posch Lochinvar 2nd, 
consigned by Glenn L. Bancroft, 
topped the bull section at $1,750.00.

he has bred and assembled at his 
Green Meadow Farms near Elsie, 
Michigan. The story of this herd 
and its enterprising owner is inter- 
esting. Merle Green makes his liv- 
ing buying and selling cattle, and he 
has developed, over the years, a 
business of first rate importance 
supplying top quality dairy cattle 
for the eastern commercial herds, 
largely to New Jersey, where he also 
owns a good farm. Some time ago 
he began working from grades into 
registered Holsteins for this New 
Jersey market, buying largely in 
Canada and Wisconsin. Last year he 
shipped over 400 head of registered 
Holsteins east, many of which are 
now producing certified milk in 
Borden’s famous Walker-Gordon 
herd. 


He has built this sound and prof- 
itable business through his own 
good judgment in selecting top 
quality cattle, the kind that sell at 
a premium, and by fair and square 
dealing with his customers. He 
knows good cattle, for he has lived 
with them, milked them, bought

them and sold them since he 
15 years old. 

Merle Green’s was not a farm 
family.

One brother is in the ministry, and 
the other had a doctor’s degree in 
medicine and was making a distin- 
guished name for himself in the 
field of cancer research, a career 
which was tragicaly ended by 
drowning while fishing off the 
Maine coast several years ago.

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something quite apart from the buy- 
ing and selling that earns him his 
bread and butter. This desire had 
its start toward reality in 1941 with 
his purchase of Osborndale Ormsby 
Judge at Waukesha at one of the 
top prices of the year. One of the 
three Green Meadow farms had been 
stocked with the selected tops of the 
purchased cattle, and these cows, a 
toppy, good uddered foundation 
group, were bred to “‘Judge’’. There 
are now about 30 of his heifer 
calves, as nice and uniform a group 
of daughters as one could wish. 

Osborndale Ormsby Judge is sired 
by ‘“Tovarich’” (from Montvic Rag 
Apple Colantha, 926-lb fat 4% Gold 
Medal daughter of Johanna Rag 
Apple Pabst and Oakhurst Colantha 
Abbekerk, with 1061 lbs fat, 4.1%, 
twice All-American Aged Cow.) His 
dam is the 936-lb fat, 4% daughter 
of the 1041-lb fat 4.1% Lady 
Ormsby Fobes Educator.

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YLAND is the name of one of 
Wisconsin’s new Holstein farms 
that promises to become better 
known as time goes on. It was my 
great pleasure to spend a few hours 
visiting it at the time of the U. S. 
National sale last fall. The owner, 
W. D. Kyle, Jr., is a_ successful 
young Milwaukee businessman. He 
heads the Electrical Connectors & 
Mfg. Co. at South Milwaukee, where 
electrical distribution equipment is 
built—-now mostly on government 
war contracts. 


Mr. Kyle selected one of the good 
farm properties, 341 acres, in the fer- 
tile Oconomowoc area (about 7 miles 
north, near Mapleton), wisely recog- 
nizing that a productive farm is an 
important part of the founding of a 
successful, practical breeding enter- 
prise. He has built his plant new 
from the ground up. Being an en- 
gineer by profession, he has taken a 
great deal of satisfaction in designing 
the buildings and supervising their 
construction personally. The accom- 
panying picture of the main dairy 
barn indicates his ability in that 
direction. The practical features are 
as pronounced as the beauty of 
design This barn has accommo- 
dations for 90 head, including 50 
stanchions, 3 maternity pens, and 
ne hospital pen entirely segregated, 


ventilated and heated, 7 other box 
stalls for heifers and two bull pens. 
Starline equipment was chosen fo! 
these pens and stalls. The barn is 
built of Waylite, an insulation block 
yf expanded slag. with rock wool 
insulation in upper walls and roof 
Its efficiency is indicated by the fact 
that last winter (the first of its oc- 
cupancy) when the outside temper-

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ature went down to -31 degrees, it 
remained constant inside at 45 de- 
grees, even though the barn was 
only half full of animals at that 
time. Feed storage is at ground 
level in the annex showing in the 
picture between the two huge silos 
Full use is made of gravity in han- 
dling of both grain and hay. The 
latter is put up with a pick-up baler. 
and hoisted by power for compact 
storage. The ell at the left is the 
horse barn, (not yet in use for that 
purpose) and a cozy apartment oc 
cupied by the Kyle family when they 
stay over at the farm.

that had been under life-time test 
for production. Fourteen selected 
tops came from the herd of Progres- 
sive Breeder W. J. Martin, Darling- 
ton, Wis., whose herd had a 415 lb 
average in HIR, two-time milking. 
The other group was the entire herd 
of Chas. Achenbach, Manitowoc, 
Wis., who was retiring from active 
work. The Achenbach therd had a 
400-lb average—and both herds 
were strong in the blood of Admirai: 
Ormsby Fobes. Taken from one end 
of the line to the other, few herds 
show more evidence of great produc- 
tion than this foundation herd at 
Kyland. 

Until the right herd sire was 
found, Mr. Kyle arranged to breed 
a number of his top cows to Pabst 
Farms bulls. These included five 
outstanding daughters of Admiral 
Ormsby Segis 14th (all of them 
three-quarter sisters and all with 
records of 400 to over 600 Ibs fat) 
that were bred to Wisconsin Admiral 
Burke Lad. These were among th 
first cows bred to Pabst’s famous 
“Burke” sire after he came _ back 
trom Utah. and the calves were just 
starting to put in an appearance at 
the time of my visit last Novembe1 
Six other selected cows, all with rec- 
ords of 400 to 600 lbs. were bred to 
Sir Ormsby Skylark Barbetta. Nat- 
urally, only the tops of the herd 
were bred to these nationally-known 
Pabst herd sires, because the serv- 
ice fee is not “‘hay.’’ Arrangements 
were made to breed the rest of the 
herd to Admiral Bonnie Girl, in 
service in the Waupun bull ring 
They bred two dozen to this good

young bull selected from the Emil 


Titel herd, home of Admiral Ormsby 


Fobes during his brief years of serv- 
ice This youngster, a very toppy 
dark colored calf, is sired by Triune 
Ormsby Della Lass, a Schaefer-bred 
bull by Sir Triune Pansy 3d and 
from Piebe Ormsby Della Lass. The 
dam of the Kyland calf is Bonny 
View Fobes Mechthilde, a double 
granddaughter of Admiral Ormsby 
Fobes from the Vickery Vale family. 
She made 599.9 lbs. 3.6% as a 2- 
year-old in Class B and later made 
656 Ibs in DHIA work. Messrs. 
Kyle and Case are entitled to the 
confidence they feel that this young 
sire will work well with their great 
Admiral-bred females—but the fruit 
of these matings is of course still in 
the future. With life time records 
on all their herd to start with, they 
are of course continuing the testing 
program—Herd Test, plus Advanced 
Registry on selected animals. 
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We have seen few new establish- 
ments which give as much evidence 
of careful planning and building for 
a purpose as will be found at Ky- 


land. We predict you will be hear- 
ing more about it as its program 
develops.

purchases of the past several years, 
plus the daughters of these good 
cows born and raised on the farm. 
One-hundred-and-fifty head of them 
are young cows that have freshened 
between January list and the sale 
date. Ninety percent of the entire 
offering is under seven years of age. 
Fifty head of vaccinated and nega- 
tive heifers, 35 of them already bred 
(to ‘“‘Judge’’) are also included, the 
largest number of bang immunized 
heifers ever offered in one sale. One 
hundred head have been bred to the 
“Judge’’ bull. 

The writer spent a week-end at 
Green Meadow Farms early in Feb- 
ruary going over the herd, and tak- 
ing photographs, to assist in pre- 
senting the offering adequately to 
the Holstein public. The average 
quality runs high, about on a level 
with the middle-class consignment 
sales of our breed—the useful kind 
of Holsteins that are bringing from 
$200 to $400 all over the country. 
There are some that are better than 
others—good Holstein blood is often 
found in unpretentious places, and 
no one is in a better position to buy 
these animals than the man who 
makes his living buying and selling 
cows. There are many well bred 
cows in the herd, including 17 that 
came from the dispersal of the 
Dudley Waters estate, and a great 
many descendants of Johanna Rag 
Apple Pabst from some pretty well 
known Canadian herds. 

Every animal in the herd is nega- 
tive to the blood test, and there has 
never been a reactor in the herd. All 
animals, before coming into the 
herd, are segregated until given a 
clean bill of health on the agglutin- 
ation test. 

Full details of this two-day event, 
the biggest dispersal sale in the his- 
tory of the breed, will appear in the 
next issue of the “World.” Any 
breeder who wants a few choice in- 
dividuals for breeding purposes, or 
to fill out the milking string can 
find them here. The breeder who 
wants MILK—one cow or a carload 
—should find this sale a golden op- 
portunity to select just what he 
wants. The fact that auctioneer C.

We thought our good friend Dr. T. 
C. Pulsifer of Berlin, N. H. had the 
uncontested distinction of being New 
England’s leading fancier of high 
class bulls, as this prominent surgeon 
and Holstein fan owns numerous sires 
that are helping to improve good 
herds in Vermont, New Hampshire 
and Maine. 

Now, however, comes Hugh Bridg- 
man of Northampton, -Mass., Presi- 
dent of the Hampshire-Franklin Hol- 
stein Association, who has. been 
quietly accumulating either direct or 
part ownership with his neighbors in 
no less than six very good bulls. 
Some are described here. Mr. Bridg- 
man has a herd of 30 milkers that 
averaged 12,800 lbs milk in DHIA 
last year. 

Perhaps the most striking of these 
bulls is one pictured here, Sleepy 
Hollow Rag Apple Colantha, whose 
purchase by Mr. Bridgman and An- 
drew Sena, Sr. of Easthampton, Mass.

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Filtering Milk on the 
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Farm 


Not As Simple An Operation As It May Seem 
By A. C. DAHLBERG, in Farm Research 


The sanitary quality of milk has 
been noticeably improved in recent 
years and most milk producers take 
considerable pride in this fact. Milk 
must be kept clean not only because 
health regulations require it, but be- 
cause consumers are entitled to the 
best possible quality. In any pro- 
gram of sanitary milk production 
the filtering of milk on the farm is 
an important part. Sediment in 
milk shows so plainly against the 
white background of the milk it- 
self that even minute traces of for- 
eign substances are _ readily  ob- 
served. No matter how careful the 
dairyman may be, some sediment may 
appear in the milk and its prompt 
removal is desirable. 

Filtering milk on the farm has no 
special effect upon the healthfulness 
or bacterial content of the milk. It 
is desirable as a regular procedure 
to produce clean milk. Perhaps the 
dairyman has no better information 
on the cleanliness of the milk he is 
producing than by the visible sedi- 
ment on the filter pad at the con- 
clusion of milking. 

Dairymen have generally found 
the problem of milk filtering on the 
farm to be rather confusing. In 
the New York milk shed single-serv- 
ice cotton or cloth filters must be 
used. There is, however, a large var- 
iety of materials from which to make 
a selection. Then the variation in 
the metal equipment or filter to hold 
the filter pad is rather great. Per- 
haps the most confusing thing is 
that sediment is found in the milk 
at the milk plant for which there is 
no apparent explanation.

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What Filters Must Do 

The milk filter plays an important 
part in the filtering of milk. It must 
be sturdy and easily washed. A type 
approved by health authorities must 
be secured. The filter must hold the 
filter pad so that all of the milk 
must pass thru the pad and the pad 
must not be broken. 

Milk can be prevented from pass- 
ing around the filter pad only by 
wedging or locking the pad firmly in 
place. If the device is such that the 
edges of the cotton can be seen firmly 
held in place, there is positive assur- 
ance of no passage of milk around 
the filter pad. 

The filter should also support the 
pad to prevent excessive strain due 
to the weight of the milk. This is 
essential for cotton pads and is desir- 
able for cloth pads. Then, too, the 
filters should break the force of the 
milk being poured upon it from the 
pail. 

These points regarding filters 
seem simple, yet they are difficult to 
attain completely. The filter not only 
affects efficiency of the filter pad in 
removing sediment, but it also affects 
the total amount of milk the pad 
will handle. 


Selecting The Filter Pad 


The dairyman may choose to use 
cotton filter pads or filter cloth, de- 
pending upon regulations and his 
personal choice. In general, cotton 
pads are most efficient in removing 
sediment but they have less capacity 
than filter cloths. However, heavy 
flannel filter cloths do good filtering 
and most cotton pads have ample ¢ca- 
pacity. 

It is essential to use the filter pad 
that is best suited to the filter that 
is being used. This will determine 
whether a plain, single-faced, or 
double-faced cotton pad is required. 
When in doubt, the double-faced cot- 
ton pad should be used as it will 
always be suitable. 


The efficiency of a filter and filter 
pad is affected by the milk being 
strained. Milk that has aged a few 
hours or that has cooled somewhat 
during milking will filter slowly. 
Excessive udder trouble also slows 
down the filtering operation. The 
capacity of a filter pad should 
never be increased by jarring the fil- 
ter. A new pad should be used when 
the capacity is too slow. Generally, 
the removal of sediment is not the 
best when the milk flows through 
the filter as rapidly as it can be 
peured in. Time is required for good 
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filtering, but the filter 
ahead of the milker. 

An investigation of the whole sub- 
ject of filtering milk is now under- 
way in the New York Station dairy 
laboratory and numerous details are 
now being studied.

BETTER COWS—GREATER 
RETURNS 

Each year more and more dairy- 
men recognize that the statement 
“Better cows—greater returns” is a 
proverbial truth. Not all dairymen, 
however, realize how rapidly the in- 
come above feed cost increases as the 
producing efficiency of a herd is 
improved. The following table, based 
on data obtained from dairy herd-im- 
provement associations in 1941, 
shows how rapidly the income above 
feed cost increases as the production 
level rises:

On the basis of these data a dairy- 
man may speculate on the kind of a 
herd he would like to have in the 
future. If he has a herd of 20 cows 
producing on the average around 200 
pounds of butterfat per cow per year, 
the income above feed cost for the 
entire herd would be approximately 
(50x20) $1,000 per year. He could 
obtain approximately the same net 
income from 11 cows averaging 300 
pounds of butterfat per year or from 
8 cows averaging 400 pounds. 

With a smaller herd of good cows 
he would have more time to devote 
to other farm enterprises. But if 
he wishes to continue with a herd of 
20 cows, and can raise the average 
production to 300 pounds of butter-

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fat per cow, his net income would in- 
crease to about $1,800; or if he can 
improve his herd average to 400 


pounds his net income would in- 
crease to about $2,600. 
Thus the dairyman may decide 


whether he prefers to milk 8 or 11 
cows in the future instead of 20 
cows and still obtain approximately 
the same net income, or whether he 
prefers to milk 20 better cows and 
perhaps double his total returns. He 
may plan his herd improvement pro- 
gram te reach either goal.—Bureau 
of Dairy Industry. 





SALT AS AN INHIBITOR OF MOLD 

A short time ago at Larro Re- 
search Farm we began to have 
trouble with the keeping qualities of 
our corn silage. We were feeding 
from this silo once a day, and from 
one day to the next the silage would 
heat and a white mold form over the 
top of the silage. We would have 
to clean off the top layer for about 
two inches and get our day’s feed- 
ing, but the next day the same thing 
would happen. 

Based on an experience that we 
had a number of years ago with some 
soybean silage, we tried the plan of 
sprinkling salt water over the top 
of the silage each day. We put a 
pound of salt in a three gallon 
sprinkling can and filled it with water 
to make this salt solution. We used 
three sprinkling cans full daily, or 
about three pounds of salt to nine 
or ten gallons of water. The silo 
has an inside diameter of 12 feet, 
and a surface area of 103.1 square 
feet, and the ten gallons of salt solu- 
tion is enough to cover the entire 
surface of the silage. 

This treatment had the effect of 
immediately stopping the formation 
of mold, and after several days the 
silage itself ceased to heat. When 
the silage stopped heating it had a 
better silage odor and was consider- 
ably more palatable to the cows. 

This story however is not particu- 
larly concerned with the problems in-

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volved in attempting to convert corn 
stalks into silage, but merely wishes 
to bring out the fact that when mold 
does occur on silage, it can evidently 
be prevented by sprinkling a salt 
solution over the top of the silage 
each day. We do not, however, re- 
commend sprinkling the salt solution 
over new silage because that prevents 
normal fermentation. 

It is possible that new silage may 
be kept from molding at the top by 
spraying it with hot paraffin, but we 
have not yet worked out a satisfac- 
tory method, or determined the costs, 
so we are continuing to take the 
usual loss that occurs from silage 
spoiling in the top two or three feet. 
Another idea we have in mind is to 
put dry-ice on the top of the silage. 
This will give off carbon-di-oxide 
and thus exclude the air that is an 
aid in the formation of mold.

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The Twelve Greatest Sires 


HE recent invitation extended by the World to its 
tan to send in their votes on the twelve greatest 
sires of the breed struck a responsive chord, even 
though the number of lists submitted was not large. 
Evidently, however, the subject has been much under 
discussion; many breeders have been giving it thought. 
A total of 45 such lists have been received up to the 
time of preparing this summary. Some indicate very 
careful study of the breed history; others have missed 
the background and have evidently been based on more 
current events. In one case, Lake County, Ill., the prob- 
lem was turned into an interesting feature of a club 
meeting, with nominations from the floor and a list 
made up as a composite ballot from the group. In the 
45 ballots 88 different sires were mentioned, and of 
these 54 received more than one vote. Forty-three 
sires received three votes or more. 

Study of these results from this cross-section of the 
opinions of Holstein breed students confirms a growing 
conviction we have had after attempting to set down 
a logical list of our own—tThere is no such thing as 
*“‘The Twelve Great Sires of the Breed.’’ 


Perhaps we should explain this statement, since we 
posed the question originally. In the limited vote here 
reported only six sires received votes of more than half 
of the voters. The next six averaged to have mention 
on barely one-third of the ballots, which is hardly a 
convincing margin. Many of the cooperating volunteer 
voters referred to this difficulty of confining the list 
to such a small number, as well as the practical impossi- 
bility of finding a sound basis for comparison between 
sires of the foundation period, such as Netheland Prince, 
Billy Boelyn, Neptune, Sir Henry of Maplewood, etc., 
from which practically the whole breed has descended, 
good, bad and indifferent, and later sires that have dem- 
onstrated superlative merit, and even between different 
generations of the latter category. Several made sup- 
plemental listings of comparatively young sires which 
they felt would be likely to qualify after more seasoning. 


Difference in opportunity necessarily is a factor that 
must be reckoned with in determining the greatness of 
a sire and his influence on the breed. Netherland Prince, 
for example, is the only one of the early foundation 
sires to make the top dozen in this ballot. He doubt- 
less deserved it because of the contribution he was able 
to make at the head of the Smiths & Powell herd, largest 
and most active of the early importing and breeding 
establishments. Billy Boelyn, coming on the scene 
about five years earlier, in the much smaller herd of 
Gerrit S. Miller, probably demonstrated just as much 
breeding power, but the name was never carried down 
through the years, as in the Netherland family. His 
daughters instead founded families of their own. 
Whether the history of the breed would have been 
greatly different if Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes, Jo- 





hanna Rag Apple Pabst or Matador Segis Ormsby had 
headed the Smiths & Powell and Gerrit Miller herds 
sixty years ago in the foundation days of the breed, is 
at least an interesting speculation. Certain it is that 
recognition of nearly all our great sires has depended 
not only upon their own greatness, but likewise their 
opportunities in mating and in the development of their 
offspring. With opportunities for great sires now mul- 
tiplied through artificial breeding, future years should 
witness highly important developments on a scale per- 
haps never before imagined. 

But to get back to the list of ‘‘greatest sires.’”’ Our 
volunteer voters have indicated their preferences, and 
we think our readers generally would agree that most 
of the sires appearing in the top dozen of this vote 
deserve such recognition for the contribution they have 
made to the breed. But are there not at least a dozen 
more for whom a logical case could likewise be made? 

It is difficult to exclude from any such list of breed 
patriarchs sires like Homestead Jr. De Kol (who gave 
the important Homestead family its name); Admiral 
Ormsby Fobes (who in his career cut short by untimely 
death founded a new family branch of recognized im- 
portance); Prince Colanthus Abbekerk (who made such 
a remarkable contribution to breed progress in Canada, 
including many of the most successful original Rag 
Apple matings); Echo Hartog Mercedes (another Canad- 
ian whose worth is best recognized by those most famil- 
iar with this family as found in countless small herds 
of Canada); Sarcastic Lad and King Segis 10th (whose 
achievements speak for themselves); Ormsby Sensation, 
and his son, Ormsby Sensation 45th; Ormsby Korndyke 
Lad; Sir Bess Ormsby Fobes; Marathon Bess Burke; 
King Pietertje Ormsby Piebe; Creator; King of the 
Ormsbys; Man-O-War; Winterthur Bess Ormsby Boast! 
King Posch Ormsby of Winterthur — just to mention a 
few more in the Ormsby line whose records are familiar 
to all breed students. And among living sires, such 
bulls as Governor of Carnation, Montvic Pathfinder, 
Dunloggin Woodmaster, etc. 

So, instead of attempting to list the “‘twelve great- 
est,”” we are pleased to submit for the consideration of 
our readers the following list of FIFTY GREAT SIRES, 
with the votes they received in the recent volunteer bal- 
lot for the twelve greatest. We think this list proves 
there is no such thing possible to designate. We feel, 
however, that the effort has been well worth while in 
helping to center attention to the great sires of the 
breed, particularly on this occasion of the Third Annual 
Bull Bargain Issue where the spot-light is being turned 
on the importance of Better Sires. We take this oppor- 
tunity to thank all who contributed to this discussion 
by sumitting their favorite sire lists.

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Selecting the Young Herd Sire 


A Practial Discussion Based on Experience 


By E. S. HARRISON, Cornell University 


OLUMES have been written on how to select a proved 

sire and attempts have even been made to reduce 
it to a mathematical procedure. At the same time, the 
selection of the young untried sire, a far more important 
and difficult problem, has received 
little attention. More than 75 per 
cent of all the dairy cattle in this 
country have been sired by young 
unproven bulls. Even in the case 
of the proved sire he has usually 
sired as many offspring before his 
merits as a sire are known as he 
does after his value has been es- 


tablished. The fact also remains 
that before there can be a proved 
sire, a young untried bull must be 


selected and put into service. Any- 
one can recognize the merits of a 
great sire when he has producing 
daughters, but our real problem is 
how to select the potentially great 
sire when he is yet untried. 

There is no known basis upon 
which to select a young untried bull 
that is infallible. In the first place, 
there are no perfect animals from 
which to select. Secondly, there is 
no such thing as genetic purity in 
dairy cattle. This fact accounts for 
the marked differences that some- 
times exist between full sisters. 
Certain families approach a genetic 
purity much more closely than others. For example, 
there are families that are known to transmit desirable 
characters with a high degree of consistency. When ar 
entire family is uniform in both appearance and Per- 
formance, it means that they possess a high degree of 
genetic purity for these characters. A bull can be se- 
lected from such a family with reasonable 
that he will prove to be capable of transmitting the 
characteristics that are common to his entire family. 
Families that vary widely in both appearance and per- 
formance do so because they lack genetic purity. The

selection of a bull from such a family, even though the 

dam is a very outstanding cow is quite a gamble be- 

cause there is no way of telling whether he will transmit 

the desirable characters of his dam or the undesirable 
characters of the poorer members 
of his family. 

The job of selecting a young sire 
is largely one of locating a family 
that possesses a high degree of gen- 
etic purity for desirable characters. 
There are, however, other factors 
that should be kept in mind, and | 
will try to bring them out in dis- 
cussing what I look for when select- 
ing a future sire. 

When we add a sire to our herd 
we do so with the hopes that he will 
be able to make a definite contribu- 
tion towards herd improvement. Be- 
fore selecting this sire a careful ana 
critical analysis is made of the herd. 
Common faults or weaknesses in the 
females he is to be used upon are 

_ carefully noted. We then try to 
find a bull that is not only backed 
by high productive inheritance, but 
one that has descended from a fam- 
ily that is particularly strong where 
the females he will be mated with 


are weak. Sometimes to get a cer- 

HARRISON tain highly desirable character or 
characters we have risked sacrificing 

a little in certain other less important characters. 


For example, several years ago we added to the herd 
the cow, Thendara Mary Pledge, a daughter of Winter- 
thur Bess Ormsby. This cow possessed a number of 
highly desirable characters. She was a consistent four 
per cent tester from a four per cent dam as well as 
being capable of high milk production. Her udder was 
not only shapely and strongly carried, but was very 
pliable and elastic. She also possessed outstanding fem- 
inine refinement, but lacked a little in smoothness of 
topline.

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Let's Draft Purebred Dairy Bull-Power 


By LOUIS McL. MERRYMAN, 


Editor’s Note: ; 

The Baltimore Evening Sun, one of America’s great news- 
papers, has recently published several communications under 
the heading, “Genetics in the Cowshed’’. These have attacked 
the whole theory of the value of purebred dairy cattle as a 
means of herd improvement. In the Evening Sun of Novem- 
ber 17, appeared a reply by Mr. Louis Mc L. Merryman, well 
known Guernsey breeder, which contains so much sound sense 
that we are taking the opportunity to pass along to our readers 
liberal extracts from it. Particularly thought-provoking is Mr. 


Merryman’s suggestion that purebred dairy sires be now “na- 
tionalized” as a constructive war measure. There is a great 
field for advancement along this line. 


HE entire thought of progressive purebred breeders 
T is concentrated on making each generation of cows 
an improvement on the last. 


The greatest care is centered on the selection of herd 
sires. In the best of the large well-established herds 
sires are selected as a rule only from their own herds. 
In smaller and newer herds they may be purchased from 
other and outstanding breeders. In either case every 
factor that affects a prospective herd sire is carefully 
studied. The records of his dam, his granddam and 
great-granddam are all weighed. The type and per- 
formance of each maternal, paternal, and full sister and 
brother is looked into before a decision is made. And 
the bull himself is scrutinized for individual faults, 
which, experience has taught, may adversely affect his 
progeny. 

A bull is at least 5 years old and has sired three or 
four crops of daughters before his first daughters have 
completed their records and any worthwhile judgment 
can be made as to his capacity as a sire. In forming 
this judgment, not only the milk records of the dams 
are compared with those of the daughters, but the ani- 
mals themselves are compared. If it is decided that the 
bull is not improving the herd, he is quickly discarded. 

-—-O—— 


The breeding life of many bulls ends at eight or nine 
years. On the average, fifty per cent of a bull’s breed- 
ing will be done before his fitness as a sire can be prop- 
erly gauged. Deciding upon a bull’s proved capacity is 
a far simpler matter than selecting a young bull. Be- 
fore he can be proved the several crops of daughters he 
has sired may do great damage to a herd. In an average- 
size herd his usefulness is greatly restricted by the time 
he is proved, because by then a considerable portion of 
the herd is composed of his daughters and inbreeding is 
usually not advisable. 


In all progressive purebred herds every cow has one 
yearly record or more, and nearly every maternal an- 
cestor for five or more generations has a record. There 
also are complete records of all the daughters of her 
paternal ancestors. All the breeder’s thoughts are on 
records and how to breed cows that will make better 
ones. 

i 

Yearly the average purebred gives more than 10,000 
pounds of milk and 400 pounds of butterfat. Many 
strains give 500 pounds of butterfat and a few 600 
pounds or higher — this for a 305-day milking season 
and allowing time for a yearly calf. Individual records 
go 800 pounds or higher. 

Last year the 26,000,000 cows in the United States 
averaged 180 pounds of butterfat and 4,500 pounds of 
milk. Of the 26,000,000, over 1,000,000 are purebred. 
Approximately 5,000,000 have enough purebred blood to 
be classified as good grades. Twenty million are low 
grades and scrub cows. 

Last year the 800,000 high-grade and purebred cows 
tested in Dairy Herd Improvement Associations aver~

aged 8,375 pounds of milk and 335 pounds of butterfat. 
About one third of these cows were purebreds and two 
thirds were grades, but grades with so many purebred 
crosses that they equal in production purebreds of the 
lower brackets. 

Three hundred and thirty-five pounds is the highest 
yearly average the testing associations have ever made. 
The average in 1906, the first year group testing 
was done, was 215 pounds. By 1926 it had raised to 289 
pounds and in 1932 it was 310 pounds. The reasons for 
this great increase are better feed and care, the control 
of tuberculosis and contagious abortion, the inclusion in 
later years of many purebred herds and the use of pure- 


bred sires. And purebred sires are by far the most im- 
portant reason. 


A test to illustrate the results from the use of pure- 
bred sires with a herd of scrub cows was carried out at 
the Iowa station. The scrub cows were bred to pure- 
bred Holstein, Guernsey and Jersey bulls and the daugh- 
ters in turn were bred to similar bulls. All were fed 
alike. The average yearly production of the scrub dams 
was 3,660 pounds milk and 172 pounds fat; of the fifty 
per cent purebred daughters, 5,999 pounds of milk and 
261 pounds fat, and of the seventy-five per cent purebred 
granddaughters, 8,402 pounds milk and 358 pounds fat. 
This better than one thundred per cent increase was 
gained in five years. 


Think what a similar improvement in the nation’s 
herds would mean to our butterfat supplies. now so 
short that they are about to be rationed! Dismiss the 
6,000,000 purebreds and good grades from considera- 
tion. Let us concentrate on improving the 20,000,000 
scrubs and low grades that are averaging less than 180 
pounds of fat. Let us use the sons of our 1,000,000 
purebred cows to raise that average to 300 pounds or 
better, a job they would do quickly if given the oppor- 
tunity. 

—o— 

If we want to materially increase our output of dairy 
products in the war and reconstruction years ahead, 
there is one sure way to do it. Let Congress immedi- 
ately pass a law to commandeer all the purebred bulls 
that can be spared. Probably 200,000 could be secured. 
Coax, bribe or compel as many of the scrub herds as the 
supply would reach to use these bulls. Say each pure- 
bred bull served thirty scrub cows. In three years 
3,000,000 heifers with a fifty per cent cross would be 
ready to milk. An average increase of seventy-five 
pounds of butterfat, over the scrub heifers they would 
replace, could be expected. 

This would mean an annual increase of 225,000,000 
pounds of butterfat and over 5,500,000,000 pounds of 
milk. Thus there would be a gain in our national pro- 
duction of over four per cent with the same labor and 
feed. 

In the fourth year, with the aid of another draft 
of purebred bulls, the crop of first-calf heifers would be 
much larger. With their increase added to that of the 
original crop, now coming in with second calves, the in- 
crease in the national production should exceed nine 
per cent. The fifth year the first crop with two crosses 
would appear and the rate of the national increase 
would be further accelerated. Each succeeding year the 
increase would be of even greater proportions. 

It would continue until the national average was well 
over 300 pounds. 

Somewhere along there a saturation point would be 
reached, when the nation’s herds were so nearly pure-

A Breeding Program 


By J. C. KNOTT, State College of Washington 


ESIRABLE characteristics in dairy cattle may be 

affected or influenced by environment and by 
heredity. None of them can be neglected if success is 
to be achieved. To breed and maintain a herd with 
these characteristics is a difficult task and requires the 
best ability and information. 

We hear a great deal about the characteristics of 
dairy cattle that are essential in a breeding program, but 
very little about the essential characteristics of the 
breeder himself. While I know of no short cuts on the 
road to breeding better dairy cattle, there are certain 
attributes that may be acquired or cultivated by a 
breeder that will prevent many mis- 
takes and detours. 

1. First of all he should be a good 
farmer and a good dairyman. 

a. Have a knowledge of soils and 
crops to conserve or improve 
the fertility of the farm and to 
grow the best crops to efficient- 
ly produce the greatest pos- 
sible amount of nutrients neces- 
sary for the proper nutrition of 
the herd. 

b. To feed properly and care for 
the herd for most. efficient 
growth, development and pro- 
duction and to produce eco- 
nomically milk of high nutri- 
tive value and unquestionable 
purity. 

2. He should know the history of his 
chosen breed, for with a thorough 
knowledge of its foundation and 
development he can more intelligently shape its im- 
provement in the future. 

3. He should be a reasonably good judge as an aid in 
selection and should be a close observer, so that 
essentials will not escape his attention. 

4. He should be able to see the faults in his own ani- 
mals as readily as in those of other breeders. 

5. He should have a sound working knowledge of the 
fundamental principles of inheritance and the phy- 
siology of reproduction. 

6. He should be alert to learn and apply new principles 
as they are established and should not be misled by 
the exception to the general rule. 


7. He must have an ideal, a goal in mind toward which 
he is working. This ideal must be consistent with 
possibilities and demand and capable of attainment. 
This ideal should be so fundamentally correct that 
changes are seldom necessary. The breeder who 
changes his course with every shift in the breeze of 
popular opinion is seldom if ever successful. 

8. He must not only have an ideal, but a well defined 
and workable program for attaining it. He should 
know what he wants to do and how to do it. 

9. He must be honest and dependable. 

In formulating a breeding program there are three 
fundamental practices that I believe must be adopted 
before success is possible. They are: 

1. A sound health program. Only healthy cows can pro- 
duce efficiently. 

2. A continuous testing program. No breeder of dairy 
cattle can hope to achieve continued success without 
production records. Continuous testing of all cows 
in the herd will give the best information for a sound 
breeding program. 


3. Intelligent use of records. To cull inefficient pro- 
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ducers and to measure the hereditary make-up of 

sires and breeding cows. 

The intelligent selection of breeding stock is the only 
foundation on which a breeding program can be built, 
and the above listed factors are essential to intelligent 
selection. 

In making our selections we must bear in mind that: 
(1) The sire and dam contribute equally to the heredi- 
tary factors which go to make up an individual; and 
(2) the production of a cow may not indicate the pro- 
duction she will transmit to her offspring. 

Some cow families have proved themselves better 
producers and also better reproducers 
than others. It would only seem to 
be good sense when such a family is 
discovered to develop a breeding pro- 
gram around this proved family. I 
am in this sense an advocate of breed- 
ing along certaim blood lines or fam- 
ily lines. 

While many of our geneticists 
stoutly maintain that there is no such 
thing as “nicking,”’ practically all of 
the men who are recognized as real 
breeders will maintain just as stoutly 
that there is. The breeders can give 
many examples of nicking in their 
own herds. Geneticists may not 
regard these examples as specific data 
or statistically adequate, but it is my 
belief that there may be complemen- 
tary effect from the union of the 
chromosomes from a bull with those 
from certain females of similar breed- 
ing whereby we have what is known as nicking. 
Analyses by Dr. Heizer, while not at all conclusive, point 
to the validity of the “nicking” idea. Frankly, I have 
always believed in it, and I think the burden of the 
proof lies with the doubters. 

I also believe in line-breeding or even inbreeding as 
a method of obtaining more uniform results. Inbreed- 
ing is something that must be approached rather care- 
fully. I usually breed a few daughters back to their 
sire because it seems to me that is the quickest and 
surest way to determine inherent defects in a sire’s 
germinal make-up which may not be apparent in the 
first generation. 

The selection of the herd sire is undoubtedly the 
most important factor in herd improvement. Some 
people have gone so far as to say that our females are 
not important in breeding better dairy cattle. I heartily 
disagree with this attitude. Even though the sire has 
a “half interest’ in all of his daughters and any one 
cow may have only one or two daughters, we cannot 
afford to overlook the effect of each cow’s inheritance 
on any one animal, and our herd is made up of individ- 
ual animals. Another thing we must remember is that 
the sire himself gets half of his factors from a cow, his 
dam. 

The greater the number of characteristics we con- 
sider, the greater is the difficulty in selecting breeding 
stock. Nevertheless, we should not overlook any of the 
characteristics mentioned at the beginning. 

Because of the great amount of publicity from vari- 
ous sources the proved sire is usually first thought of 
in herd sire selection. I am for proved sires 100 per 
cent, but the use of proved sires does not eliminate the 
necessity for common sense.

Lynn Copeland, formerly of the American Jersey 
Cattle Club, has given the best definition of a proved 
sire that I know of. It is: “A proved sire is one on 
which we have sufficient information to predict with a 
reasonable degree of accuracy the production of his 
future daughters.” I do not think that any one can 
quarrel with such a definition, or differ as to the desir- 
ability of such a bull. What we do have a big row about 
is what is “sufficient information?’ The Bureau of 
Dairy Industry considers a bull proved if he has five 
unselected daughters with records that are out of dams 
that also have records. Others feel that records on the 
dams are not necessary and that if we have records 
on ten unselected daughters, their average production 
is “sufficient information.’’ I would not overlook the 
value of the information given in the Bureau’s require- 
ment, but I do not feel that five daughter-dam pairs 
gives us a “reasonable degree of accuracy.”” It may be 
sufficient in analyzing hundreds of sires, but we do not 
use hundreds of sires. Most of us use only one at a 
time and in buying a proved sire, we want information 
that will help us on that one sire and not on an average 
of a large number of them. There can be no question 
that information on five daughter-dam pairs helps and 
is more accurate than none at all or a lesser number, 
but I do not feel that a bull is well proved until he has 
more than five pairs, and the more the better. The aver- 
age production of ten daughters without information 
on the production of dams is also valuable, but I would 
also like to know what kind of cows their dams were. 


The loose use of the term “proved sire” is, I think, 
deplorable. I ‘have heard sires referred to and even ad- 
vertised as proved sires when only one or two daugh- 
ters had completed records. I have also heard sires re- 
ferred to as proved sires when all they had to show for 
it was a nice bunch of heifers. Proved for what? 


I do not believe that just because a sire is proved in 
one herd that he will be equally satisfactory in another 
herd. The level of production may be too high for him 
and also as I said before, I believe that there is such a 
thing as nicking and that breeding along proved blood 
lines is desirable for best results. Another thing to con- 
sider is that even if a bull is proved for production, how 
about the other desirable characteristics - we have men- 
tioned? 

Sire indexes are a bone of contention at the pres- 
ent. I believe that sire indexes are of some value in 
trying to give some sort of a mathematical value to the 
production we can expect a bull to transmit. We must 
remember, however, that any such value is only as ac- 
curate as the figures that go to make it up, and that the 
use of inaccurate or misleading figures in some cases 
does not necessarily condemn the index. I believe that 
index figures may be an aid to, but never a substitute 
for, good common sense or cow sense. 


I do not like to use correction figures, but realize 
that it is more fair to use them than it is to make com- 
parison under widely different conditions without mak- 
ing such corrections. In making corrections, I would 
much rather see than corrected down than up. It is 
quite true, of course, that this does not make such an 
impressive pedigree as when all records. are corercted 
as high as possible. I have in mind in one case where 
a bull’s daughters were tested as two-year-olds on twice- 
a-day milking and mostly for ten months. I saw a pedi- 
gree of a bull calf sired by this bull where all his daugh- 
ters were figured up to maturity, 365 days and four 
times milking. This made him an index of 1000 pounds 
of butterfat. This bull was really a mighty good bull, 
but such pencil work is misleading. I believe in correct- 
ing to maturity and other than that if we are going to 
correct them, make it to 305 days and twice-a-day milk- 
ing. They don’t look so goed, but they are nearer what 
the dairyman and average breeder can expect.

think it is a step in the right direction. 
information that is of real value in selecting breeding 
stock, the average record is of more real value than the 
single high record.

I am for well-proved bulls, but every proved bull was 
at one time a young unproved bull, and there are not 
nearly enough proved bulls to go around. 


I believe that if we exercise real judgment in the 
selection of young bulls we can cut down the percentage 
of disappointments very materially. 


In choosing a young bull, I should like to select a 
son of a bull that has definitely shown that he is quite 
uniformly transmitting those desirable characters that 
we have discussed. We may have to make some conces- 
sions in this respect, but let us keep them in mind all 
of the time and come as close to our ideals as possible 
and not be easily satisfied. 


I should like to select a son of a cow that meets fully 
those requirements that we set down in the beginning. 
The dam of our bull should not only be a great cow her- 
self, but be out of a family of good cows, and should have 
demonstrated that she is transmitting those characters. 
In addition, I should like to have her the daughter of 
such a bull as we described for the sire of our young 
bull. 


Hard to find such a calf? Yes, but the man who 
doesn’t look for that kind is not likely to find them, and 
we should keep our ideal before us at all times. 


Pedigrees may often be misleading to one who has 
not studied them. Some people sneer at the value of 
pedigrees in selecting breeding stock. After all, pedi- 
grees are merely records of relatives and if those rec- 
ords are complete and accurate they can be of no small 
value in selection. Some pedigrees are of absolutely no 
value at all while others may be of a great deal of value. 
They must be accompanied by additional information 
and observation, and a breeder must be able to interpret 
them properly. 


I think a great aid in selection is herd sire analysis 
and herd analysis. If one has all of the necessary in- 
formation and a sufficient number of a bull’s daughters 
to make a real analysis of his transmitting ability, that 
information is of value in telling us what our young bull 
is likely to transmit. This information should not just 
include the best daughter’s best records, but should 
include all records of all daughters. We should not 
only be interested in the average production of the 
daughters, but the range of their records as well. For 
an extreme example, the average of 200 and 1,000 is 
600, but this average gives us no real information on 
the individuals that go to make up that average. Where 
averages of daughters and dams are compared, I should 


like to know how many daughters equalled or exceeded 
their dams. 


Herd analysis also gives very valuable information 
because one can then select the best breeding families 
from which to select his herd sire, or what family to 
concentrate his breeding on to the best advantage. 


There may possibly be a few breeders in the world 
who are guided by a divine providence or some sixth 
sense, but at least 999 out of every 1,000 breeders will 
have to depend on clear thinking and good judgment 
to succeed in breeding better dairy cattle. As a basis 
for good judgment, sufficient and correct information 
is absolutely essential. The so-called breeder who 
crashes into the limelight because he accidentally hap- 
pened to get a great sire is not the man who will con- 
tribute most to the improvement of dairy cattle in the 
long run. This improvement will be made by the intelli- 
gent men of sound judgment who use all of the informa- 
tion available to develop a sound breeding program to 
achieve steady and lasting improvement.

In May of 1940, while on his way to the Royal Brent- 
wood in Oconomowoc, where he had a consignment, and 
the Milwaukee Convention to which he was a delegate 
from New Hampshire, he stopped off in Brampton, Ont..

Artiticial Breeding Progress in N. J. 


By E. J. PERRY 


N nearly five years of working with artificial breeding 

associations as one of our projects in New Jersey, and 
after watching their progress in several other states, I 
feel doubly certain of their timeliness and of the sound- 
ness of the principles on which they are organized. The 
opportunity now open to use them as a tool for large 
scale herd improvement, is one of the major challenges 
of the present. Artificial breeding is the biggest practical 
application of genetics. It is a tool for good or ill but 
mostly for good if common sense is used in handling it. 
It is now being used advantageously not only by cooper- 
ative groups but also increasingly by private breeders 
with large herds who want to make wide use of certain 
bulls, and conserve them the while. 


Nine Percent of New Jersey Cows Artificially Bred 

Eight per cent of New Jersey’s cows are artificially 
bred in its six associations and another per cent in some 
of the large purebred herds, and on small places with 
one to three cows. In this latter instance the work is 
done by local veterinarians. The associations’ enrollment 
is 1031 members and 11,400 cows. In the lead is Co- 
operative Artificial Breeding Association No. 1, Inc., 
covering three entire counties and parts of two others, 
with 600 members and 5500 cows. This was the first 
one to get started, back in May, 1938. Its growth has 
been rather natural and gratifying. From the begin- 


ning its technicians have been painstaking to a high

D. M. Babbitt, County Agricultural Agent of 
Hunterdon County, in which the bull headquarters and 
office at Clinton are located, has been a leading spirit 
and a great part of this organization’s success has been 
due to his efforts. He is strong for the project, yet con- 
servative in action. In fact he says that he has never 
asked any dairymen to join,—simply explains the pro- 
gram, tells about the bulls that are used, how the in- 
seminators work, the average conception rate, cost of 
service, etc. 
Conception Rates of Methods Similar 

The conception rates of natural and artificial breed- 
ing are now running nip and tuck,—somewhere between 
1.6 to 1.8 services for pregnant cows in our state. In 
some other areas where nearly all of the cows are home 
raised the rate is somewhat better. At first, there was 
considerable dissatisfaction with the rate among some 
members, but this was usually with those who had never 
kept breeding records or used older, proved bulls. The 
dafly microscopic examination by an experienced insemi- 
nator is a great aid. Quoting one of the men, “First 
quality semen spells the difference between a reasonable 
amount of traveling and too much traveling.” 

Watching for heat periods and reporting them 
promptly have helped to improve the conception rate of 
many herds. Every new member is furnished with a 
breeding chart for marking down breeding dates.

Heading the Overbrook herd today is Dunloggin De- 
sign 738106, a Gold Medal Proven Sire and officially 
classified Excellent. About a year ago we announced 
his index on 8 pairs as 999 lbs. fat. Just a few weeks 
later came the announcement that he had increased this 
index to 1012 lbs. fat on 11 pairs. As more and more 
of his daughters came to milk, it would not be natural 
to expect that he could maintain this index at such a 
remarkable level so far exceeding any other sire. His 
latest computed index figures, as shown in the plate on 
the opposite page credit him with a 23-pair index of 
22,790 lbs. milk, 3.87%, 882 lbs. fat, which we believe 
is well ahead of any other sire of any breed with more 
than 20 dam-daughter pairs. This includes every daugh- 
ter of Dunloggin Design that has finished one lactation, 
each and every one of these being from a tested dam. 
It is also worthy of note that the dams of these daugh- 
ters average over 600 lbs. fat on a mature 3X basis, and 
that even so, he was able to raise production by an aver- 
age of 131 lbs. fat per daughter and to raise the test, 
on the average, by more than two full points, from 3.43 
to 3.65%. 


Forgetting indexes, mature equivalents, etc., for the 
moment, we also find that the daughters of Dunloggin 
Design as two-year-olds, actually averaged well above 
the actual production of their dams at the same age, and 
this is also true of the few Design daughters that to date 
have completed second calf records. On the basis of 
actual figures at comparable ages no less than 19 of the 
23 Design daughters actually produced more fat than 
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their dam, and it may also be said that 19 of the 23 
tested higher than their dams, 

Mark reports that 21 Design daughters were included 
in the herd for 1942, the largest group by any one sire. 
The 11 two-year-old Designs averaged 14,286 lbs. milk, 
515.8 lbs. fat during the Herd Test year as compared 
with an average of 13,158 lbs. milk, 443.9 lbs. fat for 
the other seven two-year-old members of the herd. The 
10 three-year-old Designs averaged 16,892 Ibs. milk, 
606.6 lbs. fat, or well above the general average of the 
herd, and compares with an average for the other eight 
three-year-olds of the herd of 15,203 lbs. milk, 516.9 
lbs. fat. These figures perhaps illustrate better than 
anything else the part the Designs are playing, and are 
destined to play in the development of the Overbrook 
herd.

The highest producing cow for the official year is 
Marquette Pride De Kol 1984038 (V.G.), whose senior 
four-year-old record on three-times-a-day milking is 
30,637 lbs. milk, 3.8%, 1,152.2 lbs. fat—the highest 
record that has ever been made by a senior four-year- 
old on three milkings per day. She is a daughter of 
Marquette Pride Alexia Burke 670286 and was bred and 
developed by the State House of Correction & Branch 
Prison, Marquette, Michigan. She was purchased at 
the last Brentwood Sale by Glenn Bancroft, Flint, Michi- 
gan. Her junior three-year-old record of 1016.6 Ibs. 
fat, 3X, is also high for all Herd Test records in this 
Division. 


The highest producing cow for those milked twice 
daily is six-year-old Genodale Pride Ormsby 1802317 
(E.)—a daughter of Winterthur Posch Ormsby Nep- 
tune 671669, bred and owned by A. T. Personius, Genoa, 
New York. Her record is 23,149 lbs. milk, 3.6%, 827.7 
Ibs. fat. She had a record of 717.1 lbs. fat on twice-a- 
day milking in Volume 138. 


The second highest producing cow for the entire 
group is Agatha Burke Lyons 1944500 (G.P.), a jun- 
ior four-year-old with a 3X record of 26,075 lbs. milk, 
3.7%, 968.6 lbs. fat. She was bred by Klein Brothers, 
Silverton, Oregon and is owned by Morningside Hospital, 
Portland, Oregon. Her dam, Agatha Lyons’ Tidy 
1705461 (G.P.) with a seven-year-old record of 30643 
lbs. milk, 3.3%, 1,012.3 lbs. fat was the second highest 
producing mature cow in the 3X Division of Volume 13. 

Among the long-distance producers, a great record 
has been made by Vernway Princess Fayne Johanna 
874297 (G.P.). Starting at 18 years, 4 months of age, 
milked twice daily, she is credited with 15,702 lbs. milk, 
3.2%, 499.1 lbs. fat. She is also the leader in the 15 
and 16-year-old classes for cows milked twice daily. 
“Princess” is now twenty years old, was fresh in Novem- 
ber at 19 years, 9 months of age and has produced up 
to 54 lbs. milk in a day this lactation. She was bred 
and is owned by Emil Youngquist, Mt. Vernon, Wash- 
ington and is a daughter of Laconner Pontiac Segis, a 
sire that left many great lifetime producers in the 
Youngquist’s herds 

Farmington Klaartje Pontiac 1074913 (G.P.), with 
a 15-year-old 3X record of 19,619 lbs. milk, 3.6%, 
699.0 lbs. fat. is the highest in this Division for Volume 
14 and also stands first in this group for all time. With 
the completion of her 15-year-old lactation record, her 
total lifetime production is 241,437.8 lbs. milk and 
8,492.5 lbs. fat. making her both the second highest 
total milk and fat producer in the nation. She is a 
daughter of Felix Pontiac Oak 402099 and is owned by 
the State Hospital No. 4, Farmington, Missouri. 


High Herds 

A study of the production table for the Herd Test 
shows this is the third consecutive year the average has 
exceeded 400 pounds of fat. Likewise, the average 
percent fat has been steadily increasing. The low year, 
Volume 3, showed a percent of 3.35. whereas Volume 
14 has an average of 3.48%. The 11,691 cows in- 
cluded in the average is the largest reported thus far 
and likewise the 18,090 cows on test during the course 
of the year is the largest number to be recorded. Since 
the inception of the Herd Test, averages have been re- 
ported on 4,675 herds, comprising 106,691 cows and the 
average production for this group is 11,324 lbs. milk, 
3.44% and 389.9 lbs. butterfat. Many fine averages are 


recorded in Volume 14, 41 exceeding the 500-pound 
mark and 254 of the 455 herds have averages above 400 
pounds of fat. 


The highest producing herd in Volume 14—“in facta . 


new record for all-time, was established by the eight 
cows at Morningside Hospital, Portland, Oregon, credited 
with 20,125 lbs. milk, 3.5%, 710.2 lbs. fat in 3X. The 
Lewis A. Zimmerman herd, Lehighton, Pennsylvania, 
has also exceeded all previous marks for 16-30 cows, 
milked three times daily; this average being for 16 cows 
with 17,927 lbs. milk, 3.5% and 635.9 lbs. butterfat. 

F. S. Borror & Sons, Springville, California, complet- 
ing their first year on test, have established a new mark 
for large herds (51 or more cows) milked twice daily. 
The 61 cows in their herd for 300 or more days of the 
Herd Test year have an average of 13,287 lbs. milk, 
3.4% and 455.8 lbs. butterfat. 

For herds of 31-50 cows milked three times daily, 
both Ionia State Hospital, Ionia, Michigan and the Iowa 
State Penitentiary at Fort Madison, have exceeded the 
558.1 lb. fat average established by Ionia State Hospital 
in Volume 12. The new average for Ionia is 16,787 Ibs.

CP. R—A Breeding Establishment—II

It was my good fortune this winter to be able to make 
a trip to Alberta to see the C.P.R. herd again. It was 
my first visit since the summer of 1935, just before the 
heavy weeding program started, and the improvement 
in the herd in less than eight years is unbelievable. In 
the entire herd, which I went over carefully, cow by 
cow, I saw not more than one rump that does not come 
up to Art Hay’s high standard and only two cows in 
this large herd with blemished udders. Aside from these 
two blemished ones, there is scarcely an udder in the 
entire lot that most breeders would not consider highly 
satisfactory, and plenty of them are really exceptional 
Even some of the old 100,000-lb lifetimers still have 
well attached udders, front and rear. Breedy, intelligent 
heads are the rule throughout the herd and everywhere 
you look, up and down the line, you see square rumps, 
good shoulders, straight tops and plenty of scale without 
coarseness. Of course some are more striking individ- 
uals than others, but the uniformity is unusual for a 
herd of this size and even the All-American two-year-old 
of last fall, now back home in her working clothes, looks 
just about the same as any one of a dozen others of their 
toppers and I saw several that I thought might beat her 
in the ring right now. 

The present senior sire, Colony Vale Romeo Sir Heilo 
106158, has 34 daughters that have made 46 ROP

A Heilo daughter that made a junior two-year-old record of 
16,927 Ibs. milk, 3.6%, 609 Ibs. fat.

records averaging 14,251‘lbs milk, 3.54%, 503.87 lbs 
fat, with 33 of the 46 records as 2-yr-olds and only one 
in mature form. If this bull could have been out on the 
circuit when at his peak, he would have given pause to 
many an All-American contender, and even now, at 8 
years old, would be plenty tough to beat in any company. 
He sired the Reserve All-American Get in 1938 and in 
addition to this winning, three of his daughters, one 
son and one maternal grandson have been three times 
All-American and three times Reserve. He is a son of 
“Old Heilo’’ from an outstanding daughter of ‘‘Romeo 
6th’? and of course goes back to ‘‘Old Mac’”’ on the dam’s 
side. His dam, granddam and great granddam, three 
direct generations, are all Gold Medal cows with plenty 
of fine records and the three together have 15 good ROP 
daughters. I do not have the figures by me, but I believe 
that more than one-half of the herd consists of daugh- 
ters, granddaughters and great granddaughters of this 
Heilo bull. 

Selected as a mate for the Heilo daughters was Colony 
Flood Sir Hengerveld 118965, who sired the All-Amer- 
ican two-year-old heifer of 1942 and the All-Canadian 
Get of 1942, all Floods out of Heilo dams. He is sired 
by a Morag bull—the same family that produced their

The Man—Robert “(Bob)” E. Eddy 
The Bull—Ormsby Sensation 45th 


The two cannot be separated in 
telling the story. 


It has been said that Ormsby Sen- 
sation 45th made Bob Eddy, but it 
is equally true that Bob Eddy, 
through tireless energy, skill and 
good judgment, made Ormsby Sen- 
sation 45th. 


Bob Eddy was born in Orwell, 
Vermont, in 1895, where he attended 
school, worked in a creamery, and 
was for several years a supervisor of 
A. R. tests. Life really began for 
him in 1917 when he married Miss 
Helen French, a teacher in his home 
town of Orwell. Mr. and Mrs. Eddy 
then moved to Poultney, Vermont, 
and settled on the small 45-acre 
farm of Mrs. Eddy’s parents. This 
small farm was the nucleus of the 
present Newmont Farms which lies 
partly in Vermont and partly in New 
York—which accounts for the name 
‘*‘Newmont.”’ 


Twenty-five years ago Mr. Eddy 
purchased his first two Holstein 
cows “on time” and shortly after- 
wards purchased eight or ten more. 
and the venture in Holstein breeding 
was made. Among the first cows 
purchased was Isa Scotia Beets which 
was a “show cow”’ as well as his first 
to produce 100 lbs. of milk in a day. 
She was also a great brood cow, and 
had five daughters, three of which 
later became the dams of three of 
the greatest proven sons of 45th, the 
most notable of which was Newmont 
Mutual Ormsby Lad, which was later

was a son of Ormsby Sensation 
274343, and from a great old brood 
cow, Shady Maple King Pontiac 
Hockster 219580. He was shipped 
to Newmont Farm when about eight 
months of age. 


According to our records the first 
calf born to his service was New- 
mont Mutual Ormsby Lad 493889 
which is considered by many as his 
greatest proven son. 

The first daughter of 45th was 
Newmont Ormsby Jewel 1094461. 
She made a national record as a two- 
year-old in 305 days, Class C of 
15,247.5 lbs. milk and 579 lbs. fat. 
This record still stands at the top of 
this class. 


As a five-year-old she made in 
Class C 21,918.7 lbs. milk, 847.8 
lbs. fat with a 3.9% test. She was 
also a member of the winning ‘Get 
of Sire’ of 45th for several years, 
and was classified officially as ‘‘Ex- 
cellent.’””’ She was bred back to her 
sire, 45th, and the result was New- 
mont Ormsby Jewel Alice, well 
known as the dam of the Jewel Alice 
bull, which was used by Professor J. 
W. Bartlett in his world famed ex- 
periments at the New Jersey Experi- 
ment Station, in raising butterfat 
tests in Holsteins. 

This bull has also been used ex- 
tensively in the herd of National Di- 
rector Peter P. Van Nuys, where the 
results have been equally gratifying. 

Perhaps the four best known 
daughters of 45th are Trixy, Belle, 
Arlene and Pancha which have won

Practical Breeder and Farmer 


By E. M. Clark 


Douglas Knights, Sandwich, II1., 
is a practical farmer-breeder who 
started out a few years ago by build- 
ing a solid foundation for his pres- 
ent herd on good herd sires. The 
farm is in the “corn belt’’, attested 
to by the fact that right now there 
are 20,000 bushels of shelled corn 
under seal on the farm. 


We stress the practical side of 
Doug’s venture, to prove that any- 
one with his ambition, foresight, 
and willingness to work could also 
gain the success he is enjoying to- 
day. With the exception of the 
house and corn crib, all of the farm 
buildings, including the cow barn, 
milk house, horse barn, garage and 
machine shed, were built by Doug. 
This building was done’ without 
the aid of a carpenter. Doug de- 
signed the buildings and built them 
himself with the aid of day help. 
As a result the cost per cow for 
housing, storage of feed and milk 
house, was only $135 for 53 cows. 
The milk house was started last 
summer and is now being completed. 
It contains a large completely 
equipped milk-room, washroom, bed- 
room and office. 


When entering the office one is 
first impressed with the large pic- 
ture pedigrees of Montvic Path- 
finder Chieftain and Dougvic Sen- 
ator Montvic Chieftain. Doug is a 
firm believer in pictures of his an- 
imals and he will soon be able to 
furnish a three-generation picture 
pedigree of every animal he breeds. 

While the herd was officially 
classified for type with a high av- 
erage rating of 82.9, Doug says: 
“The standard pedigree tells only 
half of the story necessary in pick- 
ing out a herd sire even if every 
animal in that pedigree has been 
classified; it doesn’t show the ani- 
mals, so the buyer doesn’t know why 
they didn’t classify higher. A bull 
may show a splendid pedigree, but 
the animals in the pedigree may be 


weak right in the places which the 
prospective buyer 


is trying to im- 
prove in his herd. A study of 
picture pedigrees will help him 
avoid making such a_ mistake.” 


The breeding program being fol- 
lowed is based on the Admiral-Mont- 
vic cross. No “fancy prices’? have 
been paid for herd sires. For 
instance, Montvic Chieftain 12th was 
bought as a calf for $250, before his 
Cow 
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(25) 309 


900-lb fat dam made her record. 
(‘‘12th’’ was a maternal brother to 
the $4,500 Montvic Lochinvar.) 
Doug’s next sire, Montvic Pathfinder 
Chieftain, was purchased in dam 
when he bought that daughter of 
Montvie Chieftain for $500 at the 
1936 Blue Ribbon Sale (one of the 


top prices at that time). ‘“Path- 
finder Chieftain’? proved an excel- 
lent successor to ‘12th’’, as_ indi- 


cated by the list below, of daugh- 
ters as compared with their dams, 
using the actual records. 


Another herd sire, of Doug’s own 
breeding, Dougvic Senator Montvic 
Chieftain, was sold as a calf for $175 
and later brought back into the herd 
after being partially proved. He is 
now fully proven, and exceptionally 
well. Just recently the cow tester 
calculated the proof on the first ten 
daughter and dam comparisons 
made in the herd where he was first 
used. All records were adjusted to 
a mature Class B 305 day basis.

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A Great Sire Builds the Breed In Kansas 


The year 1929 was of a double 
significance to Kansas Holstein 
breeders. That was the year when 
the National Association instituted 
the Sire Recognition program, and 
that same year a bull calf was born 
who thirteen years later became the 
first Silver Medal Sire ever to be 
developed in Kansas. 

William Mollhagen, of Lorraine, 
Kansas, brought to Kansas from 
Fredmar Farms at St. Louis, Mo., 
the calf which was registered under 
the name of Fredmar Sir Fobes 
Triune 600230. Triune was from an 
untested first calf heifer that died 
when he was born, and he was sired 
by the Fredmar senior sire, Triune 
Supreme, a son of Triune Ormsby 
Piebe and Sunny Lady 3rd. 


Although well pleased with his 
calf, Mr. Mollhagen never imagined 
that 13 years later this $125 bull 
calf would become the 49th Silver 
Medal Sire of the breed and that 
this little calf was to be recognized 
as probably the most outstanding 
sire ever developed in the state of 
Kansas. 


Although the credit for bringing 
Triune to Kansas goes to William 
Molihagen; most of the credit for 
his development must go to a 
Washington county breeder, H. J. 
Meierkord, and his able farm mana- 
ger, G. R. Appleman, in whose herd 
Triune has served for the last seven 
years. 

Triune didn’t have many high re- 
cords nor. many show animalsin his 
immediate pedigree when he came 
to Kansas as a little calf and his pur- 
chase attracted the attention of only 
a few close neighbors. However, in 
1932 his maternal granddam, Lady

Pride Pontiac Lieuwkje, became the 
All-American Aged Cow of that year, 
and during the same year produced 
over 1186 lbs. butterfat, thereby 
becoming the highest record All-Am- 
erican in the history of the breed. 
‘Lady Pride’’ became the foundation 
of one of the greatest families of the 
breed. Two of her daughters made 
records of 1012 and 994 lbs. butter- 
fat in the Femco herd at Brecken- 
ridge, Minn. 


So it turned out that William 
Mollhagen hadn’t just bought an- 
other bull calf, but that he had 
bought a bull from the heart of one 
of the breed’s best families. 


Mr. Mollhagen used Triune in his 
small herd until 1934. During that 
year “Triune’” almost killed him 
and as a result, he was slated for 
the stockyards. His first daughters 
looked like the real thing, but he 
was a ‘killer’, and Mr. Mollhagen 
had only a pasture to keep him in. 


However, ‘“Triune’’ never made 
that trip to Kansas City. He was 
purchased by William’s brother, 


Harry Mollhagen, and put in Harry’s 
safety bull pen. He stayed in his 
“cell” until H. J. Meierkord and his 
neighbor Omer Perrault purchased 
him and took him to Washington 
county in August of 1935. 

Neither William nor Harry Moll- 
hagen did any testing, so it was in 
Washington county, mostly in the 
Meierkord herd, that the daughters 
of “Triune’’ were tested and class- 
ified. 

In 1937 William and Harry Moll- 
hagen dispersed their herds and the 
daughters of ‘‘Triune’’ were scat- 
tered over Kansas. Many of these 
cows went into herds that were in

Also, during the 
same year in October Mr. Perrault 
sold his herd at public auction and 
after the sale he sold his half inter- 
est in “Triune’’ to Henry Hatesohl 
and Son, at Greenleaf, Kansas. 
Meierkord and Hatesohl have owned 
him since then. 

When ‘“Triune’’ came to Meier- 
kord’s in 1935, he was mated with 
the daughters of another great 
Kansas sire, Sir Billy De Kol Jennie. 
The results were excellent from the 
standpoint of both type and produc- 
tion. Twenty-six of his daughters 
bred in this herd have been officially 
classified for type with an average 
score of 84.3%. Old “Triune’’, him- 
self, was classified a year ago last 
November, and he received a rating 
of ‘“‘“Very Good” at 12 years of age. 
The performance of his daughters 
in D.H.I.A. and later on H.I.R. test 
is clearly demonstrated by the herd 
averages of the Meierkord herd. 
These averages range from 403 Ibs. 
fat in 1937 to a 1941 average of 505 
lbs. fat on 41 cows with only 4 
mature cows in the herd. More than 
four-fifths of the herd in 1941 was 
composed of ‘“Triune’ daughters. 
Only one of his daughters in this 
herd has ever failed to make 400 Ibs. 
fat in heifer form and they have 
records up to 905 lbs. fat as four 
year olds, all on three time milking, 
but otherwise under ordinary 
Kansas farm conditions. 

That is why “Triune’”’ is so pop- 
ular with Kansas_ breeders—his 
daughters perform _ satisfactorily 


under any and all Kansas conditions. 
This is well illustrated by his latest

with their herd of registered and 
grade Holsteins. They have been 
testing for production intermittently 
since 1910, but have a continuous 
record in the DHIA since 1935. In 
each of these eight years they have 
exceeded a 400-lb average on twice- 
a-day milking, with herd numbers 
ranging from 24 to 34 cows. Each 
of the past three years they have 
been above the 500-lb mark, a re- 
markable performance on _ 2-time 
milking. Their averages for the 
eight year period are here listed:

It is interesting to note that in 
1942, seventeen of the 28 cows were 
two and three-year-old heifers, and 
in 1941 eleven of 34 were two- 
year-olds. These heifers, we are in- 
formed by the owners, were all 
daughters of their herd sire, Carna- 
tion Governor Inka Veeman 730828. 
This was reported in the January 
1943 Proved Sire List from Wash- 
ington with 8 daughters, showing 
an average production (mature equi- 
valent, 305-day 2X basis) of 596 lbs 
fat. The six whose dams also had 
records averaged on the same basis 
613 lbs fat, 17359 lbs milk, 3.5%. 
Their dams averaged 525 lbs fat, 
15609 lbs mlk, 3.4%—an improve- 
ment of 1750 lbs milk, 88 lbs fat and 
.1 in test. It takes a remarkable sire 
to show such an improvement on 
dams with this level of production. 
The records were all made, Mr. Gal- 
lacher states, on just ordinary farm 
care. 


The owners write us that they 
have had some bad luck this past 
year with hoof rot, losing four very 
good two- and three-year-olds that 
would have helped their herd aver- 
age—and presumably the record of 
their sires. 


This bull, whose picture accom- 
panies this sketch, is a son of Gov- 
ernor of Carnation, famed senior sire 
at Carnation Milk Farms, and out of 
Carnation Inka Cinderella Veeman 
1464315, a daughter of Sir Inka 
May. Living almost in the shadow of 
Carnation Milk Farms, it was natu- 
ral for them to go to Carnation for 
herd sires and the Gallachers have 
been using Carnation bulls for many 
years. The dams of these daughters 
of Carnation Governor Inka Veeman 
are all daughters of Carnation 
Gerben Matador, a son of Inka The 
Great that preceded him in service.

for several years as I am able to use 
him on about thirty-five head of un- 
related animals. Many of these 
animals are daughters of some of the 
exceptional well-proven sires owned 
by the Pioneer Cooperative Dairy 
Cattle Breeding Association. It will 
also be interesting to note that I 
have purchased some _ foundation 
stock from the breeder, Mr. John 
Cobry of Arcade, N. Y., from whom 
Royal Colantha Wayne V was pur- 
chased. These females are notably 
from high producing members of the 
same cow family from which Royal 
Colantha Wayne V was selected. In 
fact, I have a four months old heifer, 
Lady Colantha Zetta Jo, whose dam 
is a maternal sister of our bull’s 
dam. The dam of this young heifer 
is now 15 years old and has many 
high producing daughters, proving 
herself to be an exceptional brood 
cow. This heifer is sired by Van 
Horne Denver Colantha Lad, and 
will enable me to carry out a broader 
development of the famous Cobry 
cow family. 

As outcross blood to go with this, 
I am making occasional matings 
with Line Gerben Colantha Ormsby 
Paul, famous proven sire backed by 
generations of United States Govern- 
ment proved sire breeding. In add- 
ition to this breeding program, I am 
using a bull owned jointly by Adrian 
Personius and myself, namely, Geno- 
dale Lady Boy Dictator, son of Geno- 
dale Ormsby Pride by Cornell Ollie 
Lady Boy.

Critical analysis of the proved sire 
report on Royal Colantha Wayne V 
reveals the following information.

classified daughters include three 
Very Good and seventeen Good Plus, 
giving an average score of 83.25 
points. About a third of these were 
classified as two-year-olds, and some 
of these would receive a _ higher 
score now in older forms. Rock 
River Hengerveld Al sired the sec- 
ond prize Produce of Dam, second 
prize Senior Get of Sire and second 
prize (first Missouri premium) Dairy 
Herd at the Missouri State Fair in 
1941, under strong competition, and

Milk Standardization in New York 

PPARENTLY milk standardization in New York 

state is a dead issue so far as the current legislative 
session is concerned. A proposed bill was drafted and 
under serious consideration by. various factors in the in- 
dustry. The New York Holstein-Friesian Association, 
long a proponent of legislation on this subject, objected 
to certain features of the proposed bill, and vigorously 
presented these to the Conference Board of Farm Organ- 
izations. The vote of the Conference Board was simply 
to approve of the general principle of milk standardiza- 
tion, but without approval of the specific bill. The legis- 
lature is now pushing its work ahead for early adjourn- 
ment and it seemed unwise to try to rush through 
legislation of this potential importance, covering a com- 
plicated subject, without more opportunity for legislative 
study than would be possible now in the closing days 
of the session. 

We are not particularly disappointed at this outcome 
so far as it relates to Holstein interests. We can see no 
possibility of developments in the coming twelve months 
that will make legalized standardization of importance 
to Holstein breeders. Special market requirements are 
now being met satisfactorily by upward adjustment of 
fat content permissable under Commissioner’s rulings. 

One reason advanced for immediate enactment of a 
permissive law, covering adjustment downwards as well 
as upwards, was to make it possible to put a milk of 
lower average test on the New York City market to 
stretch the existing milk supply and also to meet the 
demand of a lower retail price. A part of this purpose 


could undoubtedly be accomplished if dairymen who at 

present are standardizing on the farm were requested to 

do less of it while the present emergency exists. In other

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Herdsman’s Corner 


Question: What is the average cost of raising a young bull 
to breeding age, and how do you feed and grow them? 


We found it necessary to discontinue 
this popular department temporarily, as 
the members of our Advisory Commit- 
tee. were so busy that it seemed like an 
imposition to ask them to give atten- 
tion each month to this added job. In 
closing out the file of material for this 
department, however, we found the fol- 
lowing answers to a question that is of 
special significance at this time, It 
should be borne in mind that these re- 
plies were written about a year ago. 


Howard Clapp, Pabst Farms: 

Our young bulls are allowed to 
stay with nurse cows for 6 weeks. 
Grain is put before them in the mid- 
dle of the day with the cow stanch- 
ion shut so the cow cannot get it.- 
They also get a chance to pick at 
hay. 

They are then weaned and fed 
skim milk from a Coyner teat pail 
for 2 to 3 weeks and then fed skim 
milk from a regular open pail until 
they are ten months old. During 
this time they get all the grain they 
will eat up clean and a little corn 
silage and all the mixed hay they 
will eat. 

Costs will vary with the price of 
feed. Ours is not the cheapest meth- 
od but the nurse cow system gives 
them a good start and reduces mor- 
tality. At 12 months of age our 
bulls weigh 1000 Ibs. 

The feed required to raise a bull 
calf from birth to 10 months of age, 
under our system, is about 840 lbs. 


whole milk, 5698 lbs. skim milk, 
647 lbs. grain, 1848 lbs. silage, and 
1295 lbs. hay. This amounted to 
$46 in 1939, and will be more now. 
To this must be added labor and 
overhead costs. 

G. A. Burdick, Lauxmont Farms: 

The average cost of raising a 
young bull to service age will vary 
considerably as to the conditions and 
overhead of the place he is being 
reared on. I would think that our 
costs probably run from $100 to 
$150 considering a reasonable over- 
head charge. 

We start our calves (bulls and 
heifers) on either a nurse cow or 
whole milk and follow with a calf 
grain ration and good mixed hay as 
soon as they will start to eat. At 
end of 6 to 8 weeks the whole milk 
is replaced with skim milk and of 
course grain fed as much as they 
wish by another 6 to 8 weeks the 
skim milk is omitted and then they 
are carried on grain and hay. Reg- 
ular feeding and care not to over- 
feed and upset the digestive tract 
are very important. 

Wm. Reed, Winterthur Farms: 

Our costs of raising a Holstein, 
bull or heifer, to one year of age, 
are approximately $90.00. 

We feed whole milk for eight to 
ten weeks, then gradually change

over to warm separator skim milk 
At a week of age we start placing a 
little grain in the grain bowl before 
each calf. At the same time we 
place a wisp of hay in one corner of 
the pen. 

By weaning time (from whole 
milk) the calf is eating both grain 
and hay freely. Skim milk is con- 
tinued as long as possible. Always 
until the calf is six months old and 
usually somewhat longer. 


Grain is increased as the appetite 
of the calf dictates. A four month 
old calf will be fed approximately 3 
pounds daily. A six months calf 
will get 6 pounds daily. After four 
months a bull will receive more 
grain proportionately than a heifer 
due to greater body weight. A vig- 
orous 8 or 10 months bull will be 
cleaning up 8 pounds of grain daily. 

A little silage is fed after about 
five months to bulls and heifers 
alike. Hay is the main considera- 
tion. We do not favor alfalfa pre- 
ferring a mixed grass hay of good 
quality, and plenty of it.

D.H.1.A. proving published in April 
1942. His daughters were tested in 
ten different Kansas herds scattered 
throughout the state. These govern- 
ment figures show that to date 33 
tested daughters have made 59 
records that average 467 lbs. fat on 
a ten month twice a day milking 
basis. On 19 daughter and dam com- 
parisons, ‘‘Triune’’ showed an in- 
crease of 48 lbs. butterfat and 2113 
Ibs. milk. 


Although ‘“‘Triune’’ has made an 
enviable record as a sire of produc- 
tion, even more outstanding is his 
ability to sire exceptional type. He 
has had forty daughters classified 
for type in a dozen different herds 
in Kansas. They average 83.4% 


with the following ratings: 2 Excel- 
lent, 12 Very Good, 21 Good Plus, 
4 Good, and only 1 Fair. Most of 


these cows were classified as two 
and three year olds and it is to be 
expected that some of these will be 
raised as they are reclassified at 
more mature ages. Although a 
large number of these classified 
cows were bred by Meierkord, the 
list includes several cows that were 
sold at the Mollhagen Brothers’ 
dispersal. 


“Triune’s’’ offspring have also 
done well on the mid-western state 
fair circuit. During the last three 
years, the old bull’s get has topped 
the Get of Sire classes at eight state 
fairs. The “Triune’”’ gets, including 
twelve different animals, have never 
been defeated by the get of any 
other Kansas sire since 1939. 


The ability of ‘‘Triune”’ to sire 
good udders is striking. One may 
go through the entire herd at Meier- 
kord’s without seriously faulting a 
single udder, even though these 
heifers have made up to over 900 
lbs. of fat with third calf. It is 
seldom that one sees such a uniform 
group of cows sired by one bull. 

Of these many daughters, some 
merit special mention. The highest 
record daughter of ‘‘Triune’”’ is Inka 
Vale Triune Fobes 1707186. This 
cow is owned by Mike Schroll of 
Greenleaf. She is one of the oldest 
“Triune’’ daughters, being bred by 
William Mollhagen, and purchased 
by Mr. Schroll at private sale in 
1935.

Kansas Breeders Hold Annual Meet

stein-Friesian Association of Kansas 
was held February 9, 1943, at the 
Gillette Hotel, Manhattan.

calved and made a record of 697 Ibs. 
of fat. This fall she had another pair 
of twins and in December was milk- 
ing over 60 lbs. a day on twice a day 
milking. ‘‘Inka Vale’’has been class- 
ified as ‘‘Very Good’’. She has made 
all of these records without the aid 
of a box stall, in fact she was milked 
the year around in a straw shed! 

Another outstanding ‘Triune’’ 
daughter is Miss Triune Konigen 
Supreme 1940958. She was class- 
ified ‘‘Very Good’’, and was first 
prize three-year-old at both Kansas 
Fairs in 1940. She made 643 lbs. of 
fat at two years of age, 779 lbs. fat 
as a three-year-old, and came back 
as a four-year-old with 905 lbs. fat. 

Probably “Triune’s”’ greatest 
show daughter is Meierkord Triune 
Inka Spot 1933605. ‘Inka’ was 
classified ‘‘Excellent’’ and has been 
Grand Champion at several state 
fairs.

More than a hundred sons 
and grandsons of Fredmar Sir Fobes 
Triune have been and are being used 
in Kansas herds. His sons or grand- 
sons also head leading herds in Col- 
orado, Texas, Minnesota, Oklahoma, 
and Nebraska. The influence that 
these bulls will exert on Kansas 
dairying is becoming evident. One of 
the oldest sons, Worth While Pon- 
tiac Fobes 697787, has been proved 
in the M. A. Schultz herd at Pretty 
Prairie, Kansas. This sire’s daugh- 
ters have made twice a day milking 
records that average over 400 Ibs. 
fat in 305 days under ordinary farm 
care. Many of his daughters have 
been classified and their average is 
near “‘Good Plus’’.

EINDER VAN TIL, a transplanted Hollander and en- 

thusiastic Holstein breeder of Highland, Indiana, 
has prepared the first half of a poem, which we here 
reproduce.. The other half, Mr. Van Til says, is “still 
in the pen.”

The story is of two men who went out to buy cows 
to establish a herd. Mr. Van Til records Jan’s theories 
in buying ‘‘bargains’”’ for a mixed herd—and the painful 
results.

Van Til outlines the theme he has in mind—a rather 
hard struggle at the start and some disappointments, 
crowned with final success and the satisfaction that 
comes from breeding better dairy cows and leaving some- 
thing better for the next generation. Here is a chance 
to tell a real story for our breed.

Van Til.

bull that they offered at the 1942 Show Window Sale

sociation got better care than was 
given this herd.’”’ He also went on 
to say that the daughters of ‘‘Doug- 
vic Senator’ are way ahead of the 
12th” daughters and that they 
would give the ‘‘Pathfinder Chief- 
tain’’ daughters a real race under 
the same conditions. 


Through following a testing for 
production program Doug Knights is 
proving his herd sires, locating 
brood cow families and keeping the 
herd on a profitable production 
basis. Last year the DHIA average 
on the herd was 534 lbs fat with an 
average test of 4.13%. These 
records are made on a _ practical 
basis. The cows and heifers were on 
pasture all summer and not kept in 
out of heat or away from the flies. 
The grain ration was a home mixed 
ration, mostly home grown, of corn, 
oats, bran, linseed meal and soybean 
meal. The average feed cost was 
$116 per head with a profit over 
feed cost of $280 per head with milk 
at $2.42 a hundred. The farm ac- 
count book kept under the Farm 
Management Service of the Univer- 
sity of Illinois shows that the farm 
made over 20% profit last year on 
the total investment. It takes hard 
work and ingenious management to 
earn a profit like that—and good 
sires to breed the kind of cattle that 
help to earn it.

pounds of oleomargarine in an effort 
to find one better suited to my pal- 
ete. The first I will call ‘“‘Tricky;’’ 
the second, ‘‘Nut-cuckoo.’’ and the 
third, ‘‘Parkplace.”’ 


In appearance, all were alike— 
white in color; each package con- 
tained a bit of aniline dye which 
could be worked in to produce a 
color resembling butter. To me, 
there was nothing objectionable 
about the odor, for I detected none: 
nor was there any taste except an 
agreeable flavor of salt. As a 
spread on cold bread, my knife 
waved through the air then wiped 
on the slice was equally flavorful, 
although it lacked the lubricating 
power properties of oleo. 


To my personal satisfaction I have 
demonstrated its economy in a vari- 
ety of ways. 


Bread is saved when spread with 
cleomargarine—I don’t eat so much. 
When butter was unrestricted and 
plentiful, I put a big hunk of it on 
a small piece of bread. With oleo- 
margarine, [I do just the reverse. 
Economy. 

Don’t get me wrong; 
can eat oleo. I could eat castor oil 
if I had too. I can’t quibble about 
the smell of oleomargarine — cold. 
I don't get any, but when it’s melted 
and sizzling in the fry pan. then I 
remember the odor of butter, cook- 
ing. They are so different. 

As to the advantages of oleo — to 
me. it is economy, because it goes 
farther for I don’t eat so much. It 
costs less to begin with than butter, 
and so far as my three pounds go, 
they will make for life time econ- 
omy. I won’t need to buy any more, 
and I expect to be here a long term 
of years at that. 

In cooking with oleomargarine it 
lacks the odor and flavor of butter 
so foods cooked with it go farther— 
last longer. Another economy. 

[ didn’t pay so much money for 
oleo as I have for butter: because of 
this, seems like I could save money, 
not only in first cost. but in the long 
run. 

| cooked a rump steak, so tender 
that the weight of the knife might 
cut it: cooked it in oleomargarine 
instead of my usual butter. It 
changed the smell and taste of the 
meat — so much so. that I was sat- 
isfied to eat less of it: this meant 
another economy. 

In cooking with oleo. 
tends to deodorize meat: to me this 
suggests another economy — could 
I use off-colored, not so fresh cuts?

Also, I formerly believed that color, 
smell and taste invited gustatory 
celight, that they were an aid to 
g00d digestion. But I suppose that 
advertising experts know best. 

I was raised in Vermont—thought 
I knew the value and goodness of 
butter and cheese. Can it be that 
advertising I hear over my radio, 
that others also hear, is intended to 
enlighten my ignorance, that what 
; thought and liked were based on 
personal prejudice? Are they al- 
ways truthful in their claims and 
statements? 

In the matter of cheese. I have 
been personally told — one listen- 
ing to radio is getting a ‘‘person to 
person” argument —— that those pro- 
cessed, smooth, no grain, salvy 
cheeses in little packages are su- 
perior to other cheeses, and while 
states may not have been men- 
tioned, it is just as if these cheeses 
were or are superior to those made 
in Vermont, York State or Wiscon- 
sin. What havoc is attempted 
against fine dairy products. 

Difference of opinion is an Amer- 
ican right. I respect this and re- 
serve this privilege for myself. In 
other words, I cannot agree with 


many statements [ hear over my 
radio. 

If it wasn’t for saving fats for 
glycerin. I’d reserve all my bacon, 


pork and sausage drippings against 
the time when I can’t get butter. 
That’s how well I like oleomargar- 
ine.

is a very smooth bull, sharp and 
clean over the withers, a good top 
line, and a very deep middle. He 
is transmitting very good conforma- 
tion, and his daughters have good 
square udders close to the body. He 
has never had a daughter with a 
sloppy udder. 


I am also sending pictures of three 
of his daughters, the highest record 
registered daughter, Weary River 
Fayne, is dry, and so does not show 
her udder well. I believe these pic- 
tures are representative of his 
daughters and show the type he is 
siring.

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Good Sires Will Help Production 


Michigan Plan Proving Effective 


By A. C. BALTZER, Michigan State 


The dairy farmers of the U. S. 
will attempt to produce more milk 
in 1943 than was ever before pro- 
duced by any nation. Two factors 
will assist the dairyman to overcome 
obvious handicaps of shortage of 
help and equipment. 


The first of these two favorable 
factors is that dairy feed supplies are 
large. The most milk per acre pro- 
ducing crops, corn and alfalfa, were 
produced in the corn belt in greater 
abundance than usual in 1942. Other 
valuable crops, especially oats and 
soy beans were also abundant and 
will assist the milk producing abil- 
ity of the nation’s 26,000,000 dairy 
cows. It is acknowledged that there 
is a shortage of and uneven distri- 
bution of soy bean meal and other 
dairy concentrates. 

The second favorable factor that 
will help the dairyman is the ac- 
cumulation of better dairy seed stock 


through mass dairy record testing 
in dairy herd improvement associa- 
tions. More than 500,000 dairy cows 


have been tested for milk and fat 
production regularly each year for 
the past eight years, resulting in the 
proof of nearly 13,000 dairy sires 
since 1935. These results have been 
published by the Bureau of Dairy 
Industry. 


There were over 6600 Holstein 
sires proved out in this total number 
of sire proofs. 


Nothing has happened to the dairy 





industry since the discovery of the 
Babcock test and the formation of 
the first cow testing association in 
1905, which has meant so much to 
the dairy farmer as the national 
identification 305-day record sire 
proving program conducted in every 
state through the local dairy herd 
improvement associations. Nothing 
more constructive has been given 
the nation’s dairymen than this pro- 
gram. Whatever its cost, and that 
has been very modest, it will be re- 
paid many times over by more effec- 
tive and better total milk production 
during these war years. 

This program of proving sires has 
helped the country gain more milk 
during 1942 and it will do it again 
during 1943 and later years. The 
stock coming into milk from these 
improved seed stock sires with bet- 
ter inheritance for milk production 
assists farmers to achieve effective 
milk production from the crops, hay 
and pasture lands and from his 
labor, tools, buildings and equip- 
ment. 

Michigan has pioneered the plan 
of putting the results of the proved 
sires to use by placing bull calves 
from such _ better seed stock of 
proved ancestry into farmers’ herds. 
The ancestry has been proved to pro- 
duce more milk with better test. 
Recommendations have been made 
to dairymen in this state and have 
been used by many agencies that it 


College 


is practical to purchase bull calves 
at an early age from neighbor herds 
at a given price. True, the price is “ 
slightly over veal calf values but the 
bulls have been placed and have 
proved their case. They have 
brought heifers into farmer herds 
which are milking today better than 
any cows the farmer has owned 
heretofore. For more than three 
years close to 1,000 bull calves each 
year from good proved out parent- 
age have been purchased in this 
manner by Michigan farmers. This 
number is approximately one-tenth 
of all the bulls bought annually by 
Michigan farmers. These bulls all 
come from dams which have records 
in the local DHIA. The average age 
of the bulls has been about six 
weeks and the average purchase 
price about forty dollars. Many of 
the dams had 400 pounds butterfat 
and many of the sire proofs showed 
daughters milking that well. 


This baby bull calf placement pro- 
gram offers definite constructive re- 


sults. First, farmers gain better 
milking herds. Like with hybrid 
corn, improved production for the 


effort sells and resells to the farmer 
the virtues of selecting such sires. 
For this reason many farmers have 
purchased a second and even a third 
bull of the same breed through this 
program. They have found such 
sires helped them gain better pro- 


ducing grade cows which made them 
more money. 

Second, the farmer purchasing 
these bull calves are the best mar- 
ket open today to the breeder of 
registered cattle. These farmers 
want to purchase female stock from 
good inheritance just as well as they 
have secured in the past bull calves 
with productive qualities. 

Third, a definite incentive has 
been given the farmer to breed bet- 
ter cattle and more effective produc- 
ing milk animals. By using his DHIA 
records more than ever before he is 
accumulating the “know how” of 
improved dairying. 





MEEKER HERD AVERAGES 491 


The Ray Meeker & Son herd, Mun- 
cie, Indiana, has recently completed 
its sixth consecutive year on Herd 
Test with an average of 491 lbs. fat, 
13,722 lbs. milk on 24 cows, 2X 
milking.

CHANGES IN FIELD SERVICE 
ANNOUNCED 


Changing conditions have made 
necessary some re-alignment of Ex- 
tension Service field activities. The 
great increase in Holstein demand in 
the South Atlantic States, as a result 
of the Army Camp supply situation, 
made it seem logical to provide more 
active service in that area. Allen N. 
Crissey, popular Eastern Field Rep- 
resentative, is spending considerable 
time at present in the Carolinas. The 
Association was fortunate in being 
able to secure Thomas E. Elder, vet- 
eran breeder and leader, to assist in 
this work on a part-time basis as 
associate Eastern Fieldman. He will 
work closely with Mr. Crissey, both 
in the New England territory and 
elsewhere on special assignments. 
During March he is scheduled for 
farm meetings in Delaware, Mary- 
land and West Virginia. Tom Elder 
served twenty years on the Board of 
Directors of the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America, including 
service on many special committees, 
and in his retirement from the Board 
in 1941, he was honored with the 
position of vice-president for a year. 
He is one of the Official Inspectors 
for Herd Classification, and was for 
many of his years on the Board 
Chairman of the Committee on 
Qualification of Judges. He has 
likewise judged many important 
Holstein shows both in this country 
and in Latin America. He was born 
and raised in Virginia but has spent 
most of his active life in New Eng- 
land. He has for many years headed 
the New England States Holstein- 
Friesian Association as president.

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records up to 869 lbs fat, is a full sister to Colony Flood 
Colantha, twice All-American and All-Time All-Amer- 
ican Three-year-old, with a life record of 138,982 lbs 
milk. This Flood bull at C.P.R., by the way, has 100% 
the same breeding as the famous ‘‘uncrowned All-Amer- 
ican’, Colony Flood Hengerveld. 


The oldest of the Flood daughters are now complet- 
ing first calf records up to well over 600 lbs fat and 
there are plenty of younger ones coming along. Many 
of the Flood daughters from Heilo dams were mated 
back to their Heilo grandsire with excellent results. 


Another sire now in heavy service is Colony Vrouka 
Sir Hengerveld 10th, otherwise known as ‘Double 
Vrouka’”’. His sire’s dam is Colony Vrouka B. Colantha, 
with records up to 1004 lbs fat, and his dam’s sire is a 
full brother to ‘““Vrouka B.”’ His maternal granddam is 
the former Canadian Champion junior four-year-old 
with 1019 lbs fat, she is a daughter of the All-Time All- 
American, Colony Flood Colantha. 


Two other Colony bulls used here in recent years but 
unfortunately lost were Colony Flood Perfection 5th 
(known as P-5), a son of the 1004-lb Vrouka B. and 
sired by a well proven son of Colony Flood Colantha; 
and Colony Netherland Perfection 15th, son of one of 
Pete Moore’s favorite herd sires and backed by severa! 
generations of Gold Medal dams. Both bulls left some 
fine young daughters in the herd. 


As recently announced, the C.P.R. authorities have 
now concluded that the purpose for which their demon- 
stration farms were established having been fulfilled, 
their farming and breeding business can be discontinued. 
The original plan to ship the Holstein herd to Wisconsin 
for a sale has now been changed and instead the Hol- 
stein Dispersal will be held at Markham, Ont., near To- 
ronto, a location easily accessible to both Canadian and 
American buyers. Here the herd will be sold at public 
auction on April 12 and 13 under the management of 
Baird & Darcey. 

This sale offers an opportunity to make selections 
from a herd that for more than thirty years has been 
following a sound breeding program, not chasing after 
popular fads in breeding but sticking close to their own 
blood lines and constantly working for real improve- 
ment, generation after generation. I know of but few 
other herds of this size in which so large a proportion of 
the herd traces back to an original foundation laid more 
than 30 years before; nor are there many other large 
herds in which more intensive line breeding has been 
done over so long a period of years and with so few 
brother-sister and sire-daughter matings. 

The well filled calf pens and heifer sheds give striking 
testimony to the breeding record of the herd. This was 
later confirmed by a study of Art’s records which show 
about as close to 100% of normal births as any herd 
of the size that I know. The herd has been t. b. ac- 
credited for many, many years and has also had many 





blood tests, with another test due within 30 days of ibe 
sale. The calf vaccination program is far enough along 
so that vaccinated heifers are now coming of breeding 
age. 

Some evidence of the results attained by their pro- 
gram as I have outlined it above is furnished in the 
pictures accompanying this story. They were taken this 
winter by Harry Strohmeyer, with the thermometer in 
the neighborhood of 40 below most of the time as I can 
vouch. These pictures help bear out the things I have 
been trying to say about the herd, and when you see 
the animals themselves, you will not be disappointed.

NEBRASKA BARN MEETINGS 
SUCCESSFUL 


Rube Wagner, Lincoln, Nebr., and 
secretary of the Nebraska State 
Assn., sends us a good report of the 
series of barn meetings held in 
January under the guidance of field- 
man E. A. Dawdy. 

Thirty-five breeders were present 
at Wittrock Dairy at Falls City Jan- 
uary 11, in a meeting which was en- 
thusiastically received. On January 
13 breeders in the Omaha area met 
at Two Rivers farm, Omaha, with 
10 below zero weather limiting the 
gathering to only 14 breeders. At 
Cherry Farms, Craig, Neb., on the 
15th, a fine meeting was held, the 
weather permitting them to gather 
in the dairy barn where everyone 
felt right at home in discussing their 
problems. Twelve attended the 
meeting January at the Norfolk 
State Hospital, sixteen were at the 
Reformatory at Lincoln January 20 
and 89 turned out on January 21 at 
Aurora. 


Movies shown by Fieldman Dawdy 
prompted a good many interesting 
questions. Mr. Wagner suggests that 
wherever possible these meetings 
should be held in the barn, and that 
they should therefore be scheduled 
in the early fall just before corn- 
picking, and before it gets so cold. 
The response of breeders is much 
better when they are right there 
with the cows.

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Selecting the Young Herd Sire

No Holstein breeder will question the desirability of 
developing a Holstein cow capable of high milk produc- 
tion and high butterfat test. It is also my opinion that 
not enough consideration has been given to the im- 
portance of udder quality. Udders possessing pliable, 
elastic quality wear longer, milk out easier and quicker, 
produce higher and are less subject to trouble than a 
meaty udder. We felt that if Mary Pledge could con- 
tribute these highly desirable characters, we would be 
justified in running the risk in sacrificing a little in 
smoothness. She was accordingly mated to Cornell 
Pride, whose daughters were testing high. He was from 
Cornell Ollie Pride with a record of 1079 pounds of fat 
testing over four per cent and she the dam of Cornell 
Ormsby Esteem, a world’s record producer with a four 
per cent test. Thus, this mating combined two high 
producing four percent female lines and the bull, Cornell 
Pride 16th was produced. 

His first daughter to complete test has finished a 
two-year-old record of over 700 pounds of fat with a 
four per cent test. Her dam’s best record made at six 
years was 503 pounds of fat with a 3.7 per cent test. 
Cornell Pride 16th now has ten two-year-old daughters 
on test, and all but one will exceed 600 pounds of fat 
and seven of them promise to go over 700 pounds of fa'. 
Their udders are uniformly more shapely than their 
dams’ and they are milking out in from 3% to 4 min- 
utes with the machine. As a group, these heifers pos- 
sess outstanding dairy character and quality, but lack a 
little in smoothness and balance. 


The next step in our program is to mate the daugh- 
ters of Cornell Pride 16th to a son and grandson of Cor- 
nell Ollie Catherine. The first daughters of these bulls 
possess worlds of style, balance and smoothness as 
shown by the picture of Cornell Successor Joyce. I feel 
confident that these bulls will overcome any lack of 
smoothness in the daughters of 16th and that the intro- 
duction of the Mary Pledge will make a contribution 
towards improving the butterfat test of the herd that 
could not have been obtained by exclusive use of Cather- 
ine’s son and grandson. 


In general, our herd has fairly satisfactory udders. 
There are practically no pendulous udders in the barn 
and a large percentage of the udders are strongly at- 
tached and neatly carried. There is a tendency, how- 
ever, for them to lack a little in length of fore udder 
and for the fore and rear teats to be a little too close 
together. With these faults in mind we began looking 
tor a young bull that should be able to correct them. 


When selecting the 150th Earlville Invitational Sale 
cattle I visited Baker Farms at Exeter, New Hampshire. 
and had an opportunity to see the Helbon get and their 
daughters and granddaughters. They are a very uni- 
form group with good production and excellent udders. 
I was carried away with Expectancy of Baker Farm, a 
three-year-old daughter of Hope, a member of the 1942 
All-American Get. She possesses outstanding dairy 
character and a marvelous udder. Her teats are per- 
fectly spaced and her fore udder is as good as one will 
ever hope to find. Expectancy’s son, a line-bred Helbon, 
was purchased at the Earlville Sale for use at Cornell, 
because he is backed by an inheritance that should make 
him prepotent for good udders. Later a half interest in 
this young bull was resold to Baker Farms, and he will 
have an opportunity to prove his merits as a sire at 
Cornell ana at Baker Farms. 

The importance of a high productive level in dairy 
cattle cannot be questioned. In my opinion, however, a 
breeding program based solely upon production, cannot 
succeed. Structura] faults, even serious ones, do not 
necessarily affect production during the first or even the 
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second lactation period. Structural faults, however, fre- 
quently cause an early breakdown and definitely shorten 
the cow’s productive life. Further, when females wit) 
type defects are mated to a male that has inherited and 
is transmitting factors for the same defects, these faul's 
will be exaggerated in the offspring and they may be- 
come serious enough to practically destroy their use- 
fulness. 

In the selection of our service bulls we are giving 
more and more attention to the female families that 
have demonstrated their ability to wear and produce 
over a long period of time. 

An excellent example of such a cow is Cornel] Ollie 
Catherine: 


6-yr.-old record, Class A—29333 Ibs., Milk 1152 Ibs. fat 
On test again at 13 yrs., in Class B, she 
has produced in 90 days, 7881 Ibs. milk, 
342 Ibs. fat, and is still milking 100 
pounds per day. 

In the past not enough attention has been given to 
the breeding record of cow families. It is a well known 
fact, however, that certain cow families are notoriously 
poor breeders. For example, I know one cow that has 
made two records over 800 lbs. of fat and has produced 
four daughters by three different sires that produced 
600 pounds of fat as two-year-olds. On the basis of the 
record of performance of this family it should have 
been an ideal family to select a sire from, but two of 
the daughters calved only once, one twice and the other 
only three times. Thus, on the basis of their breeding 
record it would have been a great gamble to use a bull 
from this family. 


Everyone prefers their service bull to be a good in- 
dividual, but show ring type is not a prerequisite of a 
great sire. A service bull, however, should be free from 
serious type defects that he would be likely to transmit 
or which might limit his usefulness. ] want a bull with 
good legs, lots of dairy character and refinement and 
plenty of constitutional strength and vigor. If he has 
these things and has descended from an unbroken line 
of females that possess the type and productive ability 
I want, I don’t care whether he can win in the show 
ring or not.

fat as senior two-year-olds, and three of his first junior 
three-year-olds have made records from 691 to well 


over 700 Ibs. fat. His twelfth 600-lb. two-year-old 
daughter finished her record just too late to be included 
in the figures of his 882-lb. index, as did the two 700-lb. 
three-year-olds. The actual figures for all records made 
by his daughters continues to hover right in the neigh- 
borhood of 600 lbs. fat if indeed it is not now over that 
figure. 


In Herd Classification, the first of the Design daugh- 
ters were classified two years ago, several more last 
year, and on February 17, 1943, all other Design daugh- 
ters in milk up to that date were classified by Clair 
Miller. As a result of these classifications, Dunloggin 
Design now has 43 daughters and a son that have been 
officially classified, with one Excellent, 13 Very Good, 
15 Good Plus, 14 Good and one Fair. In commenting 
on this most recent classification, Mark says he did a 
good job, ‘“‘very severe, but also very fair.’’ He offered 
Mark the opportunity of cancelling the papers on the 
Fair daughter and omitting her from the classification 
but this offer was declined, as Mark wanted this to show 
the entire picture without fear or favor and without ben- 
efit of any juggling. The score for the 43 daughters of 
81.2, is to say the least unusual for so large a number

sired by the last born son of the old Helbon bull that 
sired the All-American Get. 

This sire is Echo Helbon Mercedes 98258 CHB, who 
did a real job in the Carney herd. Mr. Carney is one of 
Canada’s substantial dirt farmers, with a real love for 
fine Holsteins. Located in the heart of one of Canada’s 
principal Holstein centers, his small herd, usually about 
15 to 20 milking cows, was comparatively unknown and 
was generally by-passed by the buyers from the states 
and from other parts of Canada who flocked to the 
farms of his better known neighbors. He did, however. 
have a favorable location for securing good herd sires 
and for years has been using the best sires he could af- 
ford and doing his best to improve his herd, generation 
after generation. 

It was a turning point in his life as a Holstein breed- 
er, when, just about 11 years ago, he purchased a baby 
calf named Echo Helbon Mercedes, from one of his 
neighbors, William Jones of Mt. Elgin, Ont. This bull 
was in service only until he was about five or six years 
cld and in this small herd had only 25 daughters regis- 
tered during his entire life as a breeder. Thus his six 
daughters in the Baker herd represent 24% of his en- 
tire list. 

These six daughters have made HIR records in the 
Baker herd on 3X milking that range from 647.4 Ibs. 
tat for Necessity, to 773 lbs. fat for Joy, with three oth- 
crs above 740 lbs. fat and the six averaging 19,850 lbs.

milk, 3.65%, 724 lbs. fat. Faith was about three months 
along on an ROP record when she left Canada, and her 
Canadian credits plus her first nine months in the Baker 
herd in HIR total 20,232 lbs. milk, 3.8%, 762.9 lbs. fat 
She was continued on test for another three months to 
give her a full year and in this period, the last 12 of 
her first 15 months, produced better than 700 Ibs. fat 
with 4% test. She has since come back with another 
lactation in the Baker herd, not yet officially reported 
but announced as over 18,603 lbs. milk with 4.1% test 
and about 762 lbs. fat. 

These six Helbon daughters also made ROP records 
in the Carney herd on 2X milking before being sold, 
as have six other daughters of this sire, to give him 12 
tested daughters that have made in the two herds a 
total of 32 records, 23 in the Carney herd on 2X and 
nine in the Baker herd on 3X, that average just under 
500 lbs. fat with 3.76% test, these including nine rec- 
ords as 2-year-olds and nine more as 3-year-olds.

bred that future improvement would be possible only by 
line breeding and careful selection, as is now practiced 
in our purebred herds. Five crosses make an animal al- 
most ninety-seven per cent purebred and similar in 
both appearance and performance to the strains from 
which the sires sprang. 

Such a program, if initiated immediately, would 
prove a mighty war weapon and would result in a stu- 
pendous increase in the country’s wealth. Our purebred 
blood is one of our priceless resources and we can’t af- 
ford not to use it freely in this grim struggle for victory. 

There would be nothing difficult about this program. 
It is perfectly simple. The same thing was done with 
beef cattle without Government aid. Gaunt, stringy 
Texas longhorns formerly filled the Western ranges. 
Successive crosses with purebred beef sires wiped them 
out and produced excellent beef cattle with better meat 
and much more of it. 

—o — 

The Prentice crossbreeding theory is that if we 
cross Holstein cows testing 3 per cent 20,000 pounds of 
milk with sons of Jersey cows giving 8,000 pound of 5.5 
per cent milk, we will get some crosses that will give 
20,000 pounds of 5.5 per cent milk. You will also get 
some crosses that give 8,000 pounds of 3 per cent milk. 
And because of the drag back to the primitive cow— 
she can be seen in Florida any day—you will get some 
utterly worthless scrubs. By picking out the few that 
are superior to both parents, after a lengthy and un- 
certain process of inbreeding and line breeding to fix 
their traits, something better might be developed, given 
years and money enough. But this is nothing for an 
ordinary farmer to fool with. Such costly and difficult 
experimentation should be confined to multimillionaires 
and the United States Government. 

Commercial producers of beef cattle, swine, sheep 
and chickens do get increased production by crossbreed- 
ing. The Blue Roan (Shorthorn-Angus cross) in beef 
cattle is as famous as the Barred Rock-New Hampshire 
Red cross for broilers. But this is not comparable to 
dairy cattle breeding, for all are butchered. Breeders 
must always go back to the purebreds for another cross. 
The same is true for hybrid corn. 

We have a fine example of what indiscriminate cross- 
breeding can lead to in Baltimore county, where for at 
least thirty years there have been packs of wild dogs— 
all descended from, pure breeds. Yet these today look 
more like coyotes than any known breed of dogs.

{ly founded by the pioneer breeder, J. W. Lee, Simcoe, 
Ont., some fifty years ago. 
In 1931, when Mr. Carney picked this bull for his 
next herd sire, his sire, Echo Hartog Mercedes, the Wm. 


Jones herd sire, was very much in the limelight. He 
had sired the Reserve All-American Get of 1930, and 
included in this Get was a cow named Josephine Abbe- 
kerk Helbon — also tracing back to the J. W. Lee Hel- 
bons — who was second in the aged cow class only to 
Temple Farm Belle at the Royal and at that time was 
Canadian Champion 3-year-old on 2X with 778 lbs. fat. 
Echo Hartog Mercedes is now rated Extra, the highest 
possible rating in Selective Registration and one that 
but very few bulls have as yet attained. A notable show 
bull in his day, few sires have transmitted type and 
production more unfailingly, generation after genera- 
tion, through both sons and daughters, than has Echo 
Hartog Mercedes. There is a saying among Canadian 
breeders, credited, I believe, to Bob Holtby: “The good 
udder belongs to her when it comes through Echo Har- 
tog Mercedes.”’ 

And so’ we find Mr. Carney selecting this son of 
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Echo Hartog Mercedes from a great Helbon dam, using 
him for perhaps four or five years and following him 
with one of his home-bred sons, mating him with not 
more than 15 or 20 cows per year, and building a herd 
to which one of the largest and best known breeding 
establishments of America can go back time after time 
to buy seed stock. Bill Baker reports that none of his 
Carney purchases have as yet been classified below Very 
Good and that six of them, including five own daughters 
of Echo Helbon Mercedes, have been made Excellent. 


The Baker Farm Helbons include the All-American 
Get and two Reserve All-American Gets; two Honorable 
Mention Produces, one made up of two Helbon daugh- 
ters, the other out of a third daughter; and Honorable 
Mention Aged Cow and a second Aged Cow nominated 
for All-American; also an Honorable Mention Three- 
year-old Heifer. Four of these Helbons have been grand 
champions at major shows, his daughters, Pride, Faith 
and Hope, and his granddaughter, Expectancy. Many 
of the younger members of the family show equal 
promise. 


The “Old Girls’, as Bill Baker likes to call them, will 
probably never be seen in the show ring again as a group 
for Pride will be ten years old next fall, Faith and Char- 
ity both in their ninth year and Hope approaching 8 
years old, but it is safe to predict that the Helbons will 
play an ever increasing role in the Baker Farm breed- 
ing program for many years to come.

of daughters, and it is also worth noting that the 16 
daughters that have been classified after their second 
calves score 83.4, with one Excellent, four Very Good, 
nine Good Plus and two Good. 

The Excellent daughter is Essex Mooie Fairy Design, 
whose junior two-year-old record of 686.6 lbs. fat from 
20,161 lbs. milk is the second highest ever made at 
Overbrook in HIR by a heifer of this age for either fat 
or milk. She is now going strong as a three-year-old. 

Those of our readers who are more familiar with AR 
work than with Herd Test might be interested in the ac- 
companying list showing the leading lactation records 
made at Overbrook in each of the seven age classes for 
fat and for milk during the ten years that they have been 
doing this form of testing. Note that four Design daugh- 
ters appear among the six leaders for fat in the two- 
year-old classes, and a fifth Design among the three 
year-olds. Mark says that in a few years you are likely 
to see the Designs dominating the list in all classes as 
they already do in the two-year-old classes. 


In their ten years of Herd Test and in their years 
of Advanced Registry work before they started in HIR, 
Overbrook has developed under Mark Keeney’s tutelage 
no less than 56 cows with life records above 100,000 
lbs. milk, according to Mark’s figures, of which 13 have 
over 150,000 lbs. and two over 200,000 Ibs. 


In commenting on the achievement of the Overbrook 


herd in completing its ten-year program, Mark Keeney 
writes: 


“Back in 1933 when I announced my goal of a ten- 
year average above 500 lbs. fat, I stated that to achieve 
this one would have to eliminate from the herd all ani- 
mals of unworthy production, and that at the end of 
ten years we hoped to have a herd of worthy animals 
without exception. I am not so bold as to claim that 
every animal in the herd today is entirely satisfactory 
to me, but I believe it can be said that with one or two 
exceptions, every animal is a worthy producer and re- 
producer.” 
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This School Serves Its Community 


In the January issue of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian World, is an article 
entitled, “*Voc.-Ag. Class Buys 
Calves.”’ 

Back of the story is a campaign 
on the part of a community, aided 
by the local banks and milk inter- 
ests to bring in more and better 
cows. 

The First National Bank of Okaw- 
ville, Ill., bought and financed 165 
cattle for the community last year. 
These animals were insured and sold 
on the basis of a year to pay, with 
a clause in the agreement that, in 
case the animal died, the insurance 


automatically cancelled the farmer’s 
note. To date the bank has put 
$20,000 into the program without 
requiring additional investment or 
security on the part of the purchas- 
er. It stands ready to finance cattle 
buying for any farmer or farmer’s 
son who can and will care for the 
stock. 


The quality of the cattle that 
were brought into the community 
was much better than that of the 
native stock but with few exceptions 
they were all grades. However, they 
were predominantly Holstein-Frie- 
sian grades.

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In September of last year, the 
bank called in the local Voc.-Ag. in- 
structor and asked him to find more 
and better cattle to buy. After a 
conference with all interests con- 
cerned, it was decided to finance 
pure breds only and to inaugurate a 
better sires program to improve the 
stock already in the community. 

Eleven bull calves were bought 
from State Hospital No. 4 at Farm- 
ington, Mo. Later another was pur- 
chased and two more are needed at 
present. The records of the dams 
of these bulls averaged 17,000 lbs 
milk and 558 lbs butterfat. 

For the most part these bull 
calves were taken as projects by the 
boys in the Voc.-Ag. classes, al- 
though one or two are owned by 
young men who have recently com- 
pleted an O.S.Y.A. course in Milk 
Production. Incidentally, half of 
the boys in this class have started 
the keeping of daily milk records 
and monthly tests for fat. 

The problem of the community 
now is not a problem of better sires 
or prospective sires but a big one of 
securing cows and heifers of equally 
good pedigree and production to 
mate with these bulls. 

Okawville has become dairy 
minded and is writing its story in

Bill Moscrip’s new bull, Dunlog- 
gin Vietor (‘“‘Adeen’s” last son) is 
still there, a beautiful calf, as per- 
fectly straight and square over the 
rump as any I have ever seen. Still 
out in the wagon barn is “Fond 
Memory’’, who has grown into quite 
a toppy looking bull. For width of 
thurls and depth of flank he just 
can’t be beat. 


Back in the office again after 
lunch (never ate any better country 
ham in my life) Paul showed me his 
herd blood-test reports, carefully 
kept in duplicate so that one day a 
set of them may be turned over to 
the health authorities for analysis.

A new technique is being tried 
there now which may have real sig- 
nificance —- injecting the vaccine at 
the tailhead rather than at the neck, 
and using only one-fifth as large a 
dose. The Dunloggin records show 
as complete a reaction titre on these 
ealves as on any after vaccinating, 
but they return to negative status 
in about 6 to 8 weeks, instead of 4 
to 6 months. If this proves as suc- 
cessful in giving complete immunity, 
and will hold over as long a period, 
Dunloggin will have helped with still 
another important contribution to 
the welfare of dairymen everywhere. 


I jotted down, en route, a few of 
the signs of the times which the 
traveler sees in the East these days. 
The overnight change from the quiet 
ot Lacona, to the blustering activity 
ot the east-coast cities is striking. 
Cities are dimmed out from sun- 
down to sun-rise trains run 
from 10 to 60 minutes late. . . from 
New York to Baltimore your train 
passes through the Aberdeen Prov- 
ing Grounds, the chemical arsenal 
at Edgewood, and by the Glenn L. 
Martin bomber plant, which is so 
well camouflaged that even on the 
ground one could easily pass it by 
without notice. Everywhere there 
are men in uniform. Riding out to 
Catonsville Junction, on the street- 
car I counted 19 service stars in the 
windows of a single block of apart- 
ments. Out at the farm Dunloggin’s 
first woman milker was on the job, 
and we are told that Lauxmont now 
employs four women in their barns. 


In spite of labor difficulties, Dun- 
loggin goes right on with its plans 
for the future. ‘‘Lochinvar’’ is due 
back again in April, and 98 head are 
scheduled for his service by artificial 
insemination. Forty-two are safe in 
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calf to him from his former service 
period of seven weeks. “Woodsman,” 
home from Baker Farm, is seeing 
some service, and Woodmaster and 
Golden Cross are being used quite 
heavily. 

It was raining in Baltimore when 
I boarded the ‘‘Pennsie’ for New 
York and home, but the next morn- 
ing I stepped off the Pullman at La- 
cona, into two feet of new snow, 
shivering in the below zero north 
wind. Next night it went down to 
40 below.

Production of Progeny 


The average production of the first forty-five artifici- 
ally produced Holsteins, grades and pure breds, is 340 
pounds of fat on two times milking as two-year-olds in 
a little over ten months. This yield is somewhat better 
than the dams at the same age and the type of the 
heifers shows improvement on the average. In many 
instances the members with the larger herds breed only 
their best cows to the association bulls. In other words, 
the sires are being used on selected cows. It is true of 
course, that certain dams, especially some grades, are 
of mixed inheritance. The second generation from them 
should show marked improvement. 

A third of the members throughout the associations 
keep no bulls. Most of the others have only a cheap one 
for those cows from which calves will not be raised. 


Top Flight Bulls Sought 


It is conceivable that the time may come when one 
or more of the bulls in an association are of such extra- 
ordinary proved talent, and have been so convincingly 
publicized that every dairyman in the county or associa- 
tion area will want to breed cows to them. This can 
easily happen if all of the dairymen in such an area are 
truly ‘“‘better blood’’ minded. Such a possibility should 
give pause to every board of directors. When will a 
top outstanding sire be uncovered or when will an asso- 
ciation have a reserve fund that will enable it to step 
out and lease or buy one of the country’s greatest? The 
calibre of bulls is the thing that is fundamentally im- 
portant in this program. Long usage of a young bull 
is not advisable, but sometimes a meritorious proved one 
is not in sight. A close study of the best cow families 
in an association is a ‘‘must.’’ This means a lot of 
herd production testing and the raising of certain well 
backed young bulls for trial use. 

An example of a promising youngster artificially 
proved and then brought back for heavy service is N. J. 
E. S. Chief Ina General 748439. In the early summer of 
1938 he was bred to 45 cows in the No. 1 Association. 
His first several daughters were all impressive at the 
pail. The first eight averaged as two-year-olds on two 
times milking in 10 months 10.300 pounds milk and 381 
pounds fat. In 15 months from October 15, 1941, he has 
been bred to 730 cows. To avoid inbreeding when a 
bull is returned to an association, the inseminator on 
the days that bull’s semen is used should also carry 
semen from another one of that breed. 


Some Problems 


Financing: One of the dangers facing some new 


breeding associations is the attempt to give service at a 
cost a lot less than that of natural breeding, that is, of

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keeping a herd bull. Under-financing makes the obtain- 
ing of good bulls impossible. A service fee of $5.00 is 
modest. 


Feeding and Managing Bulls: Comparatively little 
of a definite nature is yet known about feeding and man- 
aging bulls for maximum yield of good quality semen 
over a period of several years after maturity is reached. 
Some research work on this phase is being done, but 
more should be started. 

Frequency of Use: Doubtless heredity plays a part 
too, although little or no selection for this factor of 
semen production has yet been practiced. How fre- 
quently should bulls be used? This question has not 
been satisfactorily answered. There is evidence of a 
natural difference in vigor among them. Too early loss 
of fertility among both males and females is one of the 
serious problems facing the dairy industry. 

Some of the other problems on which considerable 
progress has been made include (1) quantity of semen 
to use, (2) relation of estrus to ovulation, (3) optimum 
point of placement of semen and (4) improvement of 
diluents and preservatives of semen. 


Easy Registering of Pure Breds 

Last year the Pure Bred Dairy Cattle Association 
took the initiative in helping to work out a standard 
method for registering pure bred calves in approved 
artificial breeding associations. 

An approved association is one that receives super- 
visory help from a State College of Agriculture and oper- 
ates according to tested rules. 

All that is now required is the attaching of the 
standard breeding receipt to the application for regis- 
tration of the resulting calf. This receipt contains the 
name of owner, name and registration number of the 
cow inseminated, date bred and name and registration 
number of bull used. The duplicate receipt is kept by 
the treasurer or other officer of the association.

The Paris, Texas Chamber of 
Commerce, working with a selected 
group of dairymen and dairy en- 
thusiasts, has started on the new 
project of making LeMar county 
Texas’s greatest dairy center. This 
county has long been recognized as 
most suitable for dairying, and has 
developed some most_ excellent 
herds. 


The new project is built on a se- 
lection of 74 pure bred Holstein 
heifers and 9 pure bred bulls from 
Wisconsin’s best herds. Interest in 
this breed has been developing for 
some time.

ional championship held by New 
England Holsteins, but others have 
formerly held this honor and Os- 
borndale Olive May, bred and 
developed by Mrs. W. S. Kellogg, 
Derby, Conn., still stands in second 
place on the national list for senior 
4-year-olds on 2X with 862.1 lbs fat, 
with others from Mrs. Kellogg’s 
Osborndale herd close to the top in 
various classes. 

The highest record living cow in 
New England and the highest that 
ever lived in the 3X division is 
Posch Rag Apple Tessie, with 1080.2 
lbs fat from 26,339.4 lbs milk, 4.1% 
owned and developed by Mr. and 
Mrs. R. D. Mallary, Bradford, Vt. 

The highest herd average ever 
reported in HIR in New England 
was made by the herd of National 
Director Harold J. Shaw, Sanford, 
Maine, with 37 cows in mixed 2X 
and 3X averaging 543.8 lbs fat from 
14,144 lbs milk, 3.8%. Only one 
other herd, the famous Sleepy Hol- 
low herd in California, has ever 
exceeded this average for herds of 
this size in B—C. 


New England’s 100,000-Ib Cows
